These figures show an increase in the value of these seven crops of $1,236,000,000. 
Last year’s crop value was $2,091,000,000 in excess of the crop values of 1921; and more 
than one-half of that increase was in the South. 


Based on the September forecast of the Agricultural Department, the total farm 
crop values of the country will show an even larger increase than the $2,000,000,000 of | 


last year, as the seven crops which we have named show a gain of $1,236,000,000. 

Of this gain of $1,236,000,000 for the seven crops throughout the entire country, the 
indications are that the increase in the South alone will be between $800,000,000 and 
$900,000,000, or more than two-thirds of the increased value for the country. When 
the returns for all of the crops produced in the South have been compiled it is quite 
probable that the gain in this section this year will run largely over $1,250,000,000, and 
possibly up to $1,500,000,000 over the total for the preceding year. 

The estimated value of the seven crops named in the foregoing table is greater by 
$1,563,000,000 than the aggregate average value of all crops in the United States during 
the five year period of 1910-1914. 

There is encouragement in these figures for the farmers and all others, but preemi- 
nently for the South and all who do business with the South.

“To this I wish to add. that here in Austria the time of 
the strictest calculation is already at hand, because 
unemployment is growing daily, a sure sign that we cannot 
compete in many articles any more.

Many English business men have seen the handwriting on 
the wall, fully recognizing that if America continues to be 
a prohibition country, as it unquestionably will, it will be 
impossible for England or any other European countries 
where prohibition does not rule to compete with the United 
States. 

Lord Leverhulme, regarded as probably the greatest bus- 
iness man in England and supposed to be the richest, carrying 
on vast industrial operations with a world-wide trade, in a 
letter to the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorp last year stated that in 
his belief, if Great Britain would adopt prohibition its savings 
as a result thereof would within five years be sufficient to 
pay Great Britain’s indebtedness to the United States. But

A recent compilation has indicated that the total tax bur- 


den of the country amounts to about $8,500,000,000 a year. 


Presuming that this estimate. which has been generally ac- 


cepted. is approximately true, it is a very remarkable fact 
that we are annually spending on the purchase and main- 
tenance of the automobile and @hotor truck business more

The last available figures showed that there were 38,000 


passenger car dealers in the country, 25,000 motor truck 
dealers. 48,000 public garages, 63,000 service stations and 


repair shops, and 63,000 supply stores. Since these estimates 


were compiled there has been an unprecedented increase in 


the number of supply stations, for along every few miles 
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of road in the country there is now a gasoline station with 
its automatic tanks, and many millions of dollars are being 
spent by the various gasoline companies in establishing these 
supply stations all over the country. 

Figured on from another point of view it would seem to 
be a reasonable estimate to put the upkeep and maintenance 
of the 13,000,000 automobiles and motor trucks in the coun- 
try at $400 a year as a minimum. Based on this estimate 
the annual expenditure for maintenance of the automobiles 
and motor trucks would be $5,000,000,000, whereas the pro- 
duction of automobiles, motor trucks and tires, estimating 
on the census return of 1919, would be at least $4,500,000,- 
OOO to $5,000,000,000. 

When we consider the discussion which fills the newspapers 
of the land and which is voiced in reports of bankers and 

‘in public addresses on all occasions as to the enormous bur- 
den of our taxation, amounting as stated to about $S8,500,0U0,- 
coo a year, and then realize that the annual cost of the pur- 
chase of automobiles and tires, added to the annual cost of 
operation, makes an amount probably one billion dollars in 
excess of the total taxation of the country, we can gain 
some conception of the stupendous development of this in- 
dustry. 

Looked at from another point of view it will be seen that 
we are annually spending on automobiles and motor trucks 
about one-half as much as the total investment in all the 
railroads of the country. 

Connected with the automobile industry is the building of 
highways and improved streets which have been vigorously 
under way for several years, and which must be continued 
at an increasing rate in order to take care of this enormous 
automotive industry now practically covering the ramifica- 
tions of every business interest of the nation. Railroad offi- 
cials have sometimes complained that the automobile indus- 
try, helped on by the building of good highways by the states, 
placed a burden upon the railroads; but they have failed 
to take into account that the enormous amount of freight 
created by the building of automobiles and tires and the 
handling of gasoline and road materials, and other things 
connected with the industry, probably give a larger volume of 
freight to the railroads than they are actually deprtved of 
by the operation of automobiles and trucks. 

This country has about 85 per cent to 90 per cent of the 
total number of automobiles in the world, and in that very 
fact we find an illustration of the complete difference be- 
tween the thought and the energies of the people of America 
and those of other countries. Quick to utilize this wonderful 
invention for the advancement of business interests as well 
as the gain in pleasure, the American people have startled 
the whole world by the way in which they have bought au- 
tomobiles and created one of the world’s greatest industries, 
while to a large extent, measured by the number of automo- 
biles, the rest of the world has almost stood still. 


Some political economists may question whether an ex- 
penditure of from nine to ten billion dollars a year in the 
purchase and maintenance of automobiles and motor trucks 
is a safe financial or economic move for the country. It is 
quite possible that many people not quite financially able to 
do so buy automobiles, but it is not possible today to con- 


ceive how business could be carried on without the use of 
the automobiles and motor trucks which crowd the streets 
and the highways of every part of the country. The busi- 
ness man can no longer depend upon the street car or upon 
steam transportation. Whether he is selling real estate or 
merchandise or whatever may be his business, the celerity 
with which he can move or deliver goods by the automobile 
enormously increases his facility for enlarging his volume of 
sales and the extent of his personal activities. 

Who for a moment could imagine the confusion which 
would exist if today the real estate people of the country 
had to depend upon the slow moving horse in getting around 
towns and cities and suburban districts for the sale of real 
estate? Who could imagine the chaos which would exist if 
the movement of traffic by motor trucks, or the ability of the 
salesmen to travel throughout the land and reach the 
merchants of the country districts was no longer feasible 
through the automobile? 

This country has entered upon an entirely new era in the 
utilization of the automobile. The internal combustion en- 
gine has revolutionized everything in America. It is a 
greater advance in many respects over conditions which 
previously prevailed than was the development of railroad 
transportation in contrast with the old stage coach methods 
of travel and of doing business. It would be folly to try to 
forecast the future. It is enough to make us wonder what 
is ahead of us when we realize that in a little more than a 
decade this industry has been so expanded that the amount 
annually expended for the purchase of cars and tires and 
other materials, and for the maintenance of these cars, ex- 
ceeds the total taxation of the whole country, and is equal 
to one-half of the total investment in all the railroads in the 
United States. 

The question which the political economists may very 
properly ask—and this can be answered from the viewpoint 
of the optimist or the pessimist as one may be so inclined— 


‘is this: Are we going too rapidly in the utilization of the au- 


tomobile in proportion to the increase in national wealth, or 
is the automobile increasing our national wealth by in- 
creasing man’s ability to produce to such an extent that 
from every standpoint the country is justified in the de- 
velopment of this unprecedentedly great industry? 

In the Book of Books we read: 

“The chariots shall be with flaming torches. 

The chariots shall rage in the streets, they shall jostle one 
against another in the broad ways; they shall seem like 
torches, they shall run like the lightnings.” 

How admirably that prophecy fits the automobile.

AN IMPORTANT WATERWAY. 

R. JOHN A. FOX, well known for many years as a 

former director of the River and Harbor Congress, 
has become identified with Florida interests as Vice Presi- 
dent of the Florida Canal & Transportation Company, which 
has recently taken over the Florida East Coast Canal.

Fox is one of the best informed men in this country as to 
river and harbor work and if he will concentrate his en- 
ergies and his abilities, as we believe. he will, upon the 
adequate development of the East Coast Canal, he will ren- 
der a service of very great value to the entire state. 
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Anthracite Coal Consumers Saddled With an Additional Burden 
of from $50,000,000 to $75,000,000 a Year. 


INCE by the recent action of Pennsylvania’s Governor 
S the consumers of anthracite are to be compelled, for a 
term of two years at least, to pay a higher price for their do- 
mestic fuel—if they continue to use anthracite—a brief re- 
view of the history of labor costs and other factors con- 
tributing to the advancing prices of anthracite may prove 
of interest. 


According to the report of the Federal Trade Commission 
on anthracite, issued in June, 1919, the labor cost of anthra- 
cite in 1913 averaged $1.595 per gross ton on the coal sold, 
including all sizes. There was no material change in this 
item of production cost during the next two years, the 
average in 1914 being $1.60 per grosS ton, while in 1915 it 
was $1.61. During these three years there was no change 
in the wage scale, as operations were conducted under an 
agreement that extended from April 1, 1912, to March 31, 
1916. In the agreement which became effective April 1, 1916, 
and which was for another period of four years, some con- 
cessions in the wage scale and working hours were made to 
the miners and the labor cost for 1916, according to the re- 
port quoted average $1.72 per gross ton. It is to be noted 
that these concessions were obtained without a strike or 
threat of strike, and one of the first acts of the negotiating 
committee when it convened, was to provide for the continu- 
ation of mining operations pending the negotiations and the 
agreement was made retroactive to April 1. 


In the spring of 1917, because of the demand for and high 
wages paid to labor in other industries, brought about by 
the World War, wages to the anthracite mine-workers were 
advanced to meet these conditions, and further advances were 
made in the fall of that year and again in November, 
1918. As a result of these the average labor cost in 1917 
was found to be by the Trade Commission $1.93 per ton, 
and in November and December, 1918, it was $3.31, while the 
average for the year was $2.6425. No change was made in 
the wage rates during 1919, so that it may be assumed that 
the labor cost was about the same as in the last two months 
of 1918, namely $3.31 a ton. 


In 1920, when John L. Lewis had succeeded John White 
as president of the United Mine Workers, no agreement 
could be reached by negotiation, though in this case as in 1916 
mining operations were continued under a resolution of the 
wage committee that such should be done and the agree- 
ment when made should be retroactive to April ist. Failure 


to reach an agreement resulted in the appointment of a. 


Presidential Commission whose award when handed down on 
August 31st, granted increases which amounted to an average 
of about 17.4 per cent. over the preceding scale. As it was 
effective over nine months of the year the average labor 
cost for the entire year is estimated to have been $3.745. 
Estimates compiled for the negotiating committee in 1922 
placed the labor cost in 1921 at $4.11 a ton. The Pennsy]- 
vania Department of Internal Affairs states that the total 
labor payroll in 1921 was $283,961,000, on a total commer- 
cial production of 70,191,096 gross tons, or an average of 
$4.045 per ton. This latter figure indicates an increase in 
the labor cost of producing anthracite over 1913 of 154 per 
cent. 


The Governor of Pennsylvania in explaining the effect of 
the increase to the miners says that the added cost should 
not be more than 60c a ton on the prepared sizes which he 
estimated at 70 per cent of the total production. He errs 
in this, however, for the reason that the increased cost must 
be spread over the three sizes of egg, stove and chestnut 
which constitute only 60 per cent of the total at an average. 


Some mines yield more than this, but just as much tonnage 
yields less. At an average of 60 per cent. of the total the 
increased cost on the three sizes named would be approxi- 
mately 70 cents a ton. Pea coal is usually classed as a 
domestic size, but under normal conditions will not permit 
of a higher price. It is difficult to move it at present prices 
which are at approximately the cost of production. The con- 
cessions made in reduction of working hours, and the addi- 
tional State tax, which the Governor in his solicitous regard 
for the public did not suggest should be remitted, are esti- 
mated to add another 5e a ton to the cost of production. 

Increasing labor cost is not the only burden which the an- 
thracite industry and the public have been called upon to 
bear. The cost of supplies increased from 35c¢ per ton in 
1918 to 80e in December, 1918 (Federal Trade Commission), 
but according to the United States Coal Commission dropped 
to T1e in the first three months of 1923. General expenses, 
however, which also averaged about 35 cents in 1913, in- 
¢ereased to 61c in December, 1918, took a decided jump to 92 
cents in 1923, this jump being principally due to the State 
tax on anthracite, which pre-election promises said was 
vicious and should be repealed, but which post-election 
statements were to the effect that “the State needs the 
money.” 

The State of Pennsylvania, by the way, levies no tax on 
manufactures. Unfortunately there are no statistics at 
present available which show to what an extent royalties 
(included in General Expenses) have added to the burdens 
of the anthracite consumer; the following statement, how- 
ever, quoted from the report of the United States Coal 
Commission on the Arithracite Industry (July 9, 1923) may 
be taken as indicative :— 

“* * * The royalties collected by the estate of Stephen 
Girard averaged only 31 cents a ton in 19138 * * * and 
in 1921 they had risen to $1.27. * * * One operator re- 
ported to the Commission that in 1921 he paid to another 
estate an average royalty of $1.50 per ton.” 

The Commission, howeyer, calls attention to the fact that 
on old flat rate leases which terminate only with the ex- 
haustion of the coal the royalties are as low as 12¢ a ton. 
The Girard Estate leases are for 15 years, are on a per- 
centage basis and every advantage the market affords is 
taken by the lessor. 

The subject of freight rates on anthracite is to be made 
the subject of investigation by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, the hearings to begin the week of September 24th. 
These, too, have added to the woes of the anthracite con- 
sumer though not in proportion to the other factors cited 
in this review. In 1913 the freight rate on anthracite from 
the mines to Baltimore, for instance, was $2.00 per gross ton. 
During the war it was advanced to $3.64. In the general 
rate reduction ordered by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission this rate was reduced to $3.28, which now prevails. 
There may be some reason to doubt if in view of the higher 
operating costs which have been imposed upon the carriers, 
the Commission will feel justified in ordering any radical 
reduction. In the meantime, however, the State of Pennsyl- 
vania gives a monopoly of anthracite mining to the miners, 
collects its millions of dollars in taxes on anthracite mines 
and now through Governor Pinchot adds somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $50,000,000 a year to what the consumers 
have to pay for anthracite coal. 
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The man who does not treat his employes and his custom- 
ers as under reversed conditions he would want them to 
treat him is failing in duty to himself as well as to others. 
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TO WHICH CLASS DO YOU BELONG? 

OMEONE has recently said that “A pessimist is a man 

who in every opportunity sees a difficulty and an optimist 
one who in every difficulty sees an opportunity.” 

Not only does the pessimist see a difficulty but he is al- 
Ways trying to find ways to prove that a thing cannot be 
done. About one-half of the people of the world. perhaps 
three-fourths. given any task always find some way of think- 
ing that it cannot be accomplished. 

The only man who is worthy of success is the man who 
accomplishes the impossible. 

The impossible, or that which other men say is impossible. 
is the opportunity of the optimist. The pessimist never does 
the supposedly impossible: the optimist thrives on doing 
what others say cannot be done. 

Many men find more reasons for saying a thing cannot 
be done than they find for saying that it will be done. 

“IT can not” has destroyed more lives than almost any 
other thought expressed by mankind. Half the people who 
fail to achieve much for themselves or for others are the 
people who always think in terms of pessimism and ecan'ts. 
The only people who succeed are the people who in a spirit 
of optimism, sensible, intelligent optimism based on deter- 
mination to achieve, say “It can be done.” 

The men, and boys and women who can “earry the message 
to Garcia” are the people who make life worth while for them- 
selves and for the people with whom they are associated. 

The man who carried the message to Garcia did not stop 
to tell President McKinley that Garcia was far in the in- 
terior of Cuba and that the lions of the Spanish army were 
guarding every road that led to him. He did nor stop to ask 
how he should get to Cuba. MeQWKinley told him to deliver 
a message to Garcia, he bowed, turned from the President 
and no one knew his plans or how he would work out the 
difficult task. But counting not the lions in the shape of a 
Spanish army, counting not the swamps through which he 
might have to pass. nor the dangers from fevers. he found 
a way to deliver the message to Garcia. President McQWKin- 
ley had no time to tell him how to do the work, no time to 
refer him to this officer or that. no time to consider the 
question of difficulties. To the average man the commission 
would have been an impossibility; the man to whom the 
task was committed found a way to do the impossible thing 
and his name has gone down in history as the “man who 
delivered the message to Garcia.” 

In every other walk of life the man who succeeds is the 
man who can deliver the message. When given a commis- 
sion for any task the successful man or boy who has the 
right stuff in him doesn’t waste time asking questions. 
doesn’t come back to tell of how impossible it was. but he 
accepts the commission and delivers the message to Garcia. 

The salesman who can find more reasons for not selling 
goods than he can find for selling them may make many 
excuses but excuses never created a prosperity from which to 
pay his salary. 

Every man must ask himself. “Am I a pessimist in thought 
or act? Am I always ready to think in terms of pessimism or 
am I an optimist determined to conquer though the diffi- 
culties seem insurmountable?” The difference between the 
two is merely the question as to whether a man or a women 
will make a success or a failure of life. It has been said 
that some people were born on the negative side of every ques- 
tion. These negatives who always find a way to criticize or 
oppose everything proposed and who are always imagining 
difficulties are the greatest handicap to the world’s ad- 


vancement. 

If you are a pessimist. don’t blame anybody else for your 
failure to succeed in life for you do not deserve to succeed

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EUROPE’S ENORMOUS PURCHASES OF OUR 


WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


STORY is told that a New England Senator once boast- 
A ed before Agassiz, the scientist, that he had caught 
a certain species of fish of a certain size in the waters of 
Maine and that Agassiz denied that that species of fish ever 
grew to the size reported by the Senator, in Maine. The 
Senator was squelched by the scientific knowledge of the 
great scientist. But the next Summer he returned to the 
same waters in which he had caught the alleged big fish 
and with a friend as witness, he caught another fish of the 
same species and still larger. He shipped it. so the story 


goes, by express to scientist Agassiz with a sworn statement 


as to its weight and the place at which it was caught and 
in reply he is said to have received a telegram, “One fact has 
knocked out a bushel of theories.” 

Whether the story be literally true or not. it illustratés a 
point always worth considering and that is that many of the 
statements and theories put forth are as incorrect as was 
Agassiz’s statement in regard to the fish. We have been told 
over and over again until more than half the people of the 
country seem to believe it that because of alleged poverty 
Europe is not able to buy our agricultural products and 
that this is what is the matter with our farm interests, but 
some facts knock this theory into a cocked hat. 

The Department of Commerce in a statement just issued 
calls attention to the fact that the average pre-war exports 
of wheat from the United States amounted to approximately, 
flour included. 105,000.000 bushels. of which Europe took. of 
wheat 50.000.000 bushels. or ST per cent of our total exports 
of wheat and 4.500.000 barrels of flour, or 48 per cent of the 
total flour exported. During the last three years. however, 
we have exported an average of 221.000.000 bushels of 
wheat and 17.227,000 barrels of flour, equivalent to 77.500,- 
600 bushels of grain, or a total. flour reduced to bushels of 
wheat. of 298,500.000 bushels of wheat. Of this 
zmount Europe took 183.000.000 bushels of wheat or more 
than three times the average amount which it bought during 
the pre-war period and 10.825,000 barrels of flour or just 
a little more than it took during pre-war conditions, 

Of wheat and flour combined Europe took an average for 
the last three years of over 251.000.000 bushels as compared 
with an average of pre-war years of a little more than 70,- 
000,000 bushels. In other words. Europe has been taking 
for the last three years more than three times as much 
wheat from the United States as it took on the average be- 
fore the war. 

On the other hand,-Asia, which certainly did not suffer by 
the war, nor from our failure to be identified with European 
affairs since the war, has taken a smaller percentage of 
exports of wheat and of flour than it took prior to the war. 
The same is true of South America and on this the Depart- 
ment of Commerce says, “The proportion of South America’s 
flour purchases have been much less of late years than pre- 
war, whereas the proportion of her wheat purchases has 
remained constant at somewhat less than 1 per cent of our 
total exports. In the matter of flour. she formerly took 
10.8 per cent of our exports while during the past three 
years less than 5 per cent has been exported to that grand 
division.” 

Prior to the war the average annual value of our exports 
of wheat and flour was $106.000,000: the average value 
during the last three years has been $555,000,000. The 
value of our wheat exports during the past three years has 
been over 600 per cent greater than the average prior to the 
war and that of flour 190 per cent greater. In 1922 the 
value of our exports of Wheat was 250 per cent greater than 
prior to the war. 

Thus Europe, held up before the world as too poor to 
buy foodstuffs, has been buying three times as much wheat 
for the last three years as it bought before the war from 
us while Asia and South America have reduced their rela- 
tive purchases. 

It is an interesting point also in connection with this 
exportation of foodstuffs to know that under date of Sep- 
tember 19th the Department of Agriculture reported: 

“The exports of bacon, hams and shoulders. for the seven 
months from January ist to August Ist amounted to 462.- 
000.000 pounds or 101.000.0000 pounds in excess of the same 
period last year while lard shipments amounted to 619,000.- 
000 pounds or 189,000,000 pounds in excess of the same pe- 
riod in 1922.” 

Is it not time in the light of such facts as these for the 
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theorists, who are claiming that Europe is so stricken with 
poverty that it cannot buy foodstuffs and that all of our 
agricultural problems would be solved if we entered the 
League of Nations so as to restore Europe to prosperity, to 
cease such arguments and let their readers have the actual 
facts? 


Something is the matter with some of our agricultural in- 
terests but the physicians who have been at work, have 
wrongly diagnosed the case. By heavily increasing our 
wheat acreage we have increased our production of wheat 
beyond Europe’s present needs at a time when Europe is 
more nearly self-supporting in the matter of wheat than for 
many years. We have done this at a time too when Canada 
and other countries are producing enormous wheat crops 
and we have failed to note the signs of the times and 
avoid this over-production. 

During the last twelve months, about 2,000,000 people left 
the country districts for the cities, draining the farm popu- 
lation to a large extent but the increased productive power 
of those left behind, by reason of improved farm machinery 
has enabled them to cultivate a larger acreage than was 
possible in former years without those improvements. The 
farm tractor and other improved farm implements and the 
automobile which enables the farmer to move quickly to and 
from his neighboring town or city have all served to in- 
crease the producing power of the individual man on the 
farm just as similar things have increased the producing 
power of man in other walks of life. But do not let us longer 
continue to blame Europe for not buying our stuff when it 
has been buying it on an enormous scale.

A RAILROAD BUILDER WHO SAVES BY 
SPENDING. 


ISE publicity, liberal expenditures of millions of dollars 
for better equipment and short cut lines, and the genius- 
like managerial ability of its officials have created and made 
the Southern Pacific Railway system a great force for good. 
Harriman, the greatest of railroad wizards, was a man who 
eould pick out from the thousands of his employes the few 
-of real initiative, foresight, courage and persistency. He 
could see ahead and far beyond the view of the great mass 
‘of railroad executives of his day ‘and with such vision he 
Singled out Julius Kruttschnitt, as a constructionist and a 
builder, to carry on his great work on the Southern Pacific. 
Mr. Kruttschnitt today is chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the board of directors of the Southern Pacific system. 
The story of the rise of Julius Kruttschnitt is that of a 
man who, having gained the fundamentals of engineering in 
his college work and being possessed with a wealth of native 
ability, struck out to make of himself a well trained and use- 
ful railroad man. About the time he was finishing his course 
the panic of 1873 caused the suspension of railroad activities 
over the entire country. Kruttschnitt, unable to secure a 
railroad position accepted an instructorship in the McDonough 
School near Baltimore where he taught five years. When 
business conditions improved the opportunity came to test 
out his ability in practical railroading. He was placed in 
charge of building 64 miles of railroad, at Morgan City, La., 
for the Louisiana and Texas Railroad, and which is now the 
eastern end of the Southern Pacific’s Sunset Line. The job 
was no easy one, working with negro help and building a 
railroad over swamps, demanding of him long hours. 

The successftl completion of the line won for him the 
position of general road master. His promotion was then- 
continuous and rapid through that of superintendent, chief 
engineer, assistant general manager and then fourth vice- 
president. 

Soon after Harriman’s assumption of the control of the 
system the merits of Mr. Kruttschnitt were discovered by the 





wizard and thus began a larger, more useful and even busier 
life for Mr. Kruttschnitt. Both men appreciated the value 
of spending money at the right time and both had the courage 
to spend milliéns if it meant real betterments for the road. 
They were staunch in the policy that railroads must spend to 
save. The Southern Pacific greatly increased its efficiency 
by reducing grades, eliminating curves, double tracking, en- 
larging sidings and providing heavier rails, larger cars and 
more powerful locomotives. The Southern Pacific realized 
its need of the public’s good will and cultivated it. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt had an abundant knowledge of railroading 
in all its phases, he possessed a tremendous vision and even- 
tually Harriman placed the entire responsibility of the opera- 
tion of the Southern Pacific in his hands. Service dominates 
his work, not the dollar. He has proved his point in the 
betterment of the Southern Pacific. 

Seeing the need for men trained in the details of each of 
the numerous departments of railroading, Mr. Kruttschnitt 
conceived and created a training school of applied railroading 
for the development of executives. A young man starts as 
a section hand, works diligently and learns all he can, then 
moves on to another job. In a few days he is climbing the 
side ladder of a freight car, cleaning a locomotive in a round 
round house, operating a telegraph key in a way station, or 
learning the details of signalling from a tower. He might 
even be found in the auditor’s office gathering a few of its 
intricate details. He learns to run an engine and must be 
able to win a runner’s certificate. Each time after he be- 


comes proficient at his task he is transferred to another 


job, until eventually he becomes a well trained man in the 
majority , if not all, of the departments of the system. This 
training makes it possible for him to direct, as an official, the 
operations of various departments with skill and with credit 
te the system. 

Such is the Kruttschnitt way of making better railroads— 
by the heaviest expenditures of money and the right training 
of men. The story of Kruttschnitt’s life work since his birth 
in New Orleans in 1854 as given here is a brief condensation 
of an interesting article in Redmond’s Financial Weekly.

Of wheat, flour included, the United Kingdom took 8,765,+ 
050 bushels, and other European countries 23,703,350 
bushels. 

Thus, notwithstanding the constant reiteration of the 
statement that Europe is not able to buy our foodstuffs and 
that we were raising this year 200,000,000 bushels more of 
wheat than we could find a market for on the alleged bad 
conditions in Europe, we have shipped since July 1st 64,437,- 
650 bushels of grain of which 50,779,650 bushels were of 
wheat and flour. The bulk of these shipments were made 
since July, as the new crop did not commence to move 
freely to market until after July. We have thus shipped 
in two and a half months, and one of those a dull month for 
wheat exports, 64,487,650 bushels; and this too, despite the 
fact that Europe has unusually large grain crops and Canada 
has produced possibly as much as 450,000,000 bushels, a large 
proportion of which will have to find a foreign market. 
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VIRGINIA MANUFACTURERS WORKING FOR 
STATE DEVELOPMENT. 


HE Virginia Manufacturers’ Association, composed of 

some of the leading manufacturers of that state, de- 
termined to do their utmost to bring about a larger indus- 
trial development of a state so richly endowed as is theirs, 
will have its first general meeting during the first week of 
October. 

The directors of this association comprise such men as: 
H. L. Campbell, Glamorgan Pipe and Foundry Company; 
Homer L. Ferguson, N. N. Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co.; 
J. R. A. Hobson, Tredegar Company; P. B. Gibson, Miracle 
Company; Geo. H. Nash, Virginia-Carolina Chemical Com- 
pany, and J. Stuart Reynolds, Richmond Foundry and Manu- 
facturing Co. 

There are few, if any, states in the union more wonder- 
fully endowed by nature for the creation of wealth through 
industrial development than Virginia. It is a state of great 
resources in agriculture and in minerals and in timber. 
There is no reason, from the natural resources’ standpoint, 
why Virginia should not long ago have led North Carolina in 
industrial development, but that it has fallen very far behind 
its sister state is only too true, notwithstanding the fact 
that it has an enormous coal mining and coal shipping in- 
dustry which North Carolina has not and that it has one of 
the greatest ship building plants in the world, while North 
Carolina has nothing comparable to it in that respect. 
Virginia led North Carolina in early days, and whether the 
failure to’keep ahead is due to unwise legislation or un- 
wise taxation or a failure of the public spirit, which stirs 
and stimulates a whole people, the Manufacturers’ Association 
should carefully investigate. ‘ 

It is one of the hopeful signs of the times that organiza- 
tions, such as this association, are at work to develop their 
states. They are seen throughout the South as they have 
not been for twenty-five years. 

A rather remarkable fact is that during the decade from 
1880 to 1890 the whole south was literally alive with energy 
and a_ spirit of enthusiasm, but the panic of 1892-3 
largely halted this development for the next ten years and 
many of the railroad leaders and other great business men 
who had been pre-eminently at the forefront in this construc- 
tive upbuilding work, passed away, and it is only now that 
the spirit which was then so dominant is again showing it- 


self in every part of the South. 
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WILL PACIFIED EUROPE REDUCE PRICE OF 


FARM PRODUCTS? 
ROFESSOR H. MICHELL of McMaster University, 
writing in The Financia] Post of Toronto, discussing the 
problem which faces ‘the Canadian farmers of low prices, 
says: 

“We must dismiss from our minds the idea that a pacified 
Europe will raise the price of farm products. On the con- 
trary, it will lower them. But an economically restored 
Europe will very decidedly lower the price of manufactured 
goods for the simple reason that the industrial countries, un- 
hampered by internal weaknesses, will enter the world’s 
markets with increased competition. What that will mean 
for manufacturers on the North American Continent is not 
hard to see. Etfther they are going to be beaten out of the 
market, not only in foreign markets but even in their own 





. country, or they are going to reduce manufacturing costs, 


which of course means reducing wages.” 

Europe is already increasing its farm products and is pre- 
paring to live at home in the way of foodstuffs probably to a 
larger extent than ever before. This is strikingly illustrated 
in the wonderful wheat crop of France this year hitherto a 
large importer of wheat. This year’s yield is estimated at 
290,000,000 bushels about as much proportionately as the 





United States raises. Its consumption is estimated at 293,- 
000,000 bushels. Moreover nearly 15,000,000 bushels will be 
available if needed from its colonies. 

The peasant classes of Europe are in better shape than in 
former years. To a large extent they have paid off, except 
in England, their indebtedness. Hundreds of thousands of 
them in Poland, Roumania and elsewhere who were formerly 
tenants now own their own land, which they are cultivating 
intensively. They are living better than in former years. 
They are eating more of their own wheat as shown by recent 
reports of the United States Government. 

When Europe is fully restored to business activity it will 
begin a period of industrial development, we think, greater 
than it has ever had. Its industrial interests will give em- 
ployment to all labor and the demand for foodstuffs will thus 
be increased. Professor Michell thinks that a pacified Europe 
will enable European manufacturers to capture the world’s 
market of manufactured products because of the high cost 
of manufacturing due to high wages in the North American 
Continent. We do not accept his views in that respect, and 
we would rather hold the American market against European 
and Oriental products and maintain good wages than to see 
this country flooded with the products of cheap labor in 
Europe and in the Orient to the destruction of our agricul- 
tural and industrial prosperity alike.

NOW IS THE TIME FOR BIG THINGS FOR THE 
SOUTH. 


HE “State” of Columbia, S. C., in discussing plans which 
T are being materialized for advertising South Carolina, 
suggests that this campaign should be related te the im- 
portance of bringing in worthy, diligent, honest white men 
and their families; men and women having the moral, men- 
tal and physical qualities of good citizenship; and to this it 
adds: . 

“Wherever there is a net gain of one vigorous, industrious, 
ambitious, forward-looking white family to the population of 
South Carolina it is a gain easily equivalent in money value, 
taking the years and generations of its life into consideration, 
to $100,000.” 

Political economists have often measured the value to the 
country of its male population at $10,000 per capita. Some 
have given a much lewer estimate. But based on money- 
earning capacity alone $10,000 would seem to be a very 
reasonable measure from the economic standpoint upon the 
life of a man. 

For years the South sent out men and women to the ma- 
terial draining of its own vitality. Between 1865 and 1900 
five million Southern whites left the Central’South, and three 
and a half million of them went beyond the borders of the 
old Confederacy and a million and a half went into Texas, 
Oklahoma and Missouri. This drain has been almost immeas- 
urable in its influence upon Southern life and Southern 
prosperity. If we should attempt to count up what it would 
have meant for these five million whites and their children, 
and children’s children to be in the South, and active fac- 
tors in its upbuilding we would get some conéeption of the 
vastly increased prosperity which this section would now be 
enjoying. 

The “State,” however, goes very high in its estimate when 
it places upon the coming of a good white family, measuring 
the years to come, a value of $100,000. And yet perhaps 
that is not too high, for many white families coming into 
a community will through the years to follow be worth far 
more than that to any state in which they settle. 

This is an auspicious time for bringing white people into 
the South. There is discouragement among millions of farm- 
ers in the South and West. The price of wheat has gone 
against them. They are depressed in spirit. They are won- 
dering whether there is not some other more favored spot in 
which they could begin life again and under more favorable 
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conditions for success. The very air is full of this spirit of 
inquiry. and the time has come when every influence which 
the South can exert should be put forth to bring into this 
section good white people from other parts, of our country. 
They will be needed in farm work and in factory work alike. 
The growth of industrial interests will furnish employment 
for many thousands of hands provided they are of the right 
class of people. The farm possibilities of the South open up 
a large field for work in bringing intelligent white farmers 
from other sections. 

Using a much abused word, this is the most psychological 
time in the history of the South during the last forty years 
for literally flooding the land with information about this 
seetion. The seed sown now will fall on fertile soil, more 
rendy to receive it than ever before. It will bring forth 

urvest Worth many times the money expended. 

If the railroads and other business corporations in the 
South—towns and cities and states—will recognize this op- 
portunity it will be possible within the next few years to 
bring probably tive white families into the South for every 
negro family which leaves. The very movement of negroes 
from the South is a reassurance to the white people of 
other sections, many of whom have been deterred from com- 
ing South by the fear of such a large majority of negroes 
in the communities in which they might want to locate. 

The whole situation is full of possibilities for wide dis- 
cussious in all Northern and Western papers, amoung North- 
ern and Western people about the South. 

Now is the time for work, for broadgauged, big things by 
men big enough to realize the opportunity. Now is the time 
when every railroad and business interest in the South 
should expend money far more freely than ever in the past 
to fill the newspapers and magazines of the land with informa- 
tion about the South. We may never again have an oppor- 
tunity quite so propitious as that which we now enjoy for 
bringing the right kind of people into the South and turning 
the thought of the capitalists of the whole nation to this sec- 
tion as the Promised Land of Opportunity.

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BACK OF ALL THE DEVELOPMENT OF AMER- 
ICA IS THE POWER OF ADVERTISING. 


(From Printers’ Ink.) 


Jesse H. Neal, executive secretary of the Associated Busi- 
ness Papers, Inc., has placed in our possession a copy of a let- 
ter written by Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the Manufac- 
turers Record, to John H. Bartlett,. First Assistant Post- 
master General of the United States, and who at the time the 
letter was written was Acting Postmaster General, on the 
question of the zone system of postage rates. Mr. Edmonds 
presents such an interesting case against the present rates 
and he so tellingly catalogues the manifold advantages of 
advertising, that we are publishing his letter in full. He 
writes: 

“There is one point in your letter to which I beg to call 
your attention. You refer to the zone system of postage 
rates on second-class matter and suggest that it should be 
remembered that only the advertising portions of newspapers 
are subjected to the increased postage under zone rates. 

“Permit me to call your attention to the fact that the 
newspapers and magazines pay this increased postage. It is 
immaterial, therefore, to them whether the higher postage 
rate under the zone system is on reading matter or on adver- 
tising pages. They cannot add this increased postage to 
the advertising rates or charge it to the advertiser. “It is a 
definite expense which is fixed upon them, just as much as 
if it applied to the reading pages. In this respect there 
is not the slightest difference between putting this increased 
postage on the advertising pages or the reading pages. 


“Advertising pages, moreover, are to a very large propor-* 


tion of our people as vitally important as news as are the 
editorial or strictly news pages. Business men everywhere 
turn to the advertising pages of business publications to 
learn about equipment needed or opportunities for business, 
or the purchase of machinery; and out of this grows a 
very large proportion of the letter postage business. The 


popular magazines or papers that reach millions of people 
are closely read for the advertisements because out of 
these advertisements comes a large amount of the business 
created for the entire country. . 

“It is a wild guess, and there is no possible way of es- 
timating with any degree of accuracy whatever, but it 
is not altogether improbable but what directly or indirectly 
one-half of the letter postage of the United States is created 
as a result of the advertising which is carried by news- 
papers and magazines. The correspondence of every business 
house in the country is to a considerable extent made up 
directly or indirectly as a result of advertising. 

“Advertising is the creative, constructive, upbuilding work 
of this country. It has largely made America what it is. 
Without advertising the United States could not have 
floated its bonds during the war. Without advertising Eng- 
land would not have raised its enormous volunteer army. 
Without advertising the enormous resort passenger business 
of the North, South, East and West would never have 
been developed: and all of this has created first-class post- 
age business. It has made correspondence between differ- 
ent sections to increase. It has made people who are trav- 
eling write millions of letters that would not otherwise have 
been written. 

“Back of all the development of America is the power of 
advertising. It is the lever which has lifted the nation up- 
ward. And yet the national Government seeks through the 
heavy and exorbitant rate of postage on advertising pages 
to hamper and restrict the development of the newspapers 
and the magazines by putting this heavy burden upon them. 
Infinitely better would it be to place the higher postage on 
the editorial and news columns, and encourage to the ut- 
most possible extent the development of advertising. 

“Through the editorial pages of this paper one man and 
his associates speak to our readers. Through the advertising 
pages a thousand leading business concerns express their 
views, and into these views put the very life of the institu- 
tion on where and how to do business, where to buy machin- 
ery, Where to buy securities, where to establish new indus- 
tries, where to travel. I have repeatedly said editorially to 
our readers, ‘Ignore the editorial and the news columns of 
this paper if you care to do so, but never miss reading the 
advertising pages, for they voice the very best thoughts of 
a thousand of the greatest concerns of the country.’ 

“That is true as to all advertising. 

“Men are studying the art of advertising as never before. 
Men are making the handling of advertising a profession of 
the highest skill and the deepest thinking, and hundreds of 
thousands of business men are increasing their advertising 
expenditures, realizing that money thus spent is the real 
creative, upbuilding force of the individual business and of 
the national business. The Government, however, puts a 
penalty upon advertising. It ought, on the other hand, to 
put a premium on it. It ought to do all in its power to en- 
courage the newspapers to carry advertising; to encourage 
business men to spend money in advertising, because in 
doing so it is enlarging not only the first-class postage busi- 
ness on which there is a profit, but it is increasing the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country; and only through general 
prosperity can this Government secure income sufficient to 
carry the tremendous burden of our bonded indebtedness and 
our annual expenditures. 

“T am not writing simply as a newspaper man; I am writ- 
ing from the viewpoint of one who has tried to study these 
questions in relation to the welfare of the whole country 
and of the Government itself. I need not say to you that 
every influence which the Government can exert to enlarge 
our business development and to increase our prosperity les- 
sens the burden upon the people of carrying our indebtedness, 
by increasing the Government’s income with which to meet 
its enormous obligations. Advertising is the power which 
can accomplish this, and there is no other power which can 
produce the same results. I believe you will agree with me 
that there is no other factor in the business life of the nation 
that can be so helpful in increasing the revenue of the Gov- 
ernment by increasing the nation’s prosperity, as enlarged 
advertising. And yet the national Government continues to 
put upon advertising a war tax which it seems to me that, 
viewed from every possible standpoint, is unwise and dan- 
gerous to business, and thus to national prosperity, and to 
the Government’s income.”

$10,000,000 FOR PORT DEVELOPMENT AT MO- 
BILE NOW ASSURED. 


HE plan for the State of Alabama to loan its credit to 

the extent of $10,000,000 to Mobile for the develop- 
ment of harbor facilities has now been finally approved and 
plans are being made for immediately carrying out this en- 
terprise. The spending of $10,000,000 in the development of 
harbor facilities through the building of docks, wharves, 
warehouses and a grain elevator, all of which are included 
in the project, will mean a wonderful change not only for 
Mobile. but for the whole State of Alabama. It is doubtful 
if Alabama ever made a wiser move for its material de- 
velopment. Ultimately this project will probably expand 
into still larger figures, for once a city has seriously under- 
taken the development of a great harbor it finds almost limit- 
less opportunities for expansion. 

Moreover. this movement of the State of Alabama to make 
Mobile a State port by this $10,000,000 expenditure will 
stimulate other states to carry forward similar good work. 

In referring to this situation Hon. R. V. Taylor, Mayor of 
Mobile, wires the MANUFACTURERS REcORD as follows: 


“At one time in its history more than a million bales 
of cotton and other rich products of the States of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Kentucky and beyond sought 
the markets of the world via the Port of Mobile, making 
it the second or third port of export in the United States. 
Export and import traffic is like water to the extent that it 
moves in the direction of least resistance. 

“The docks at Mobile are only thirty miles from the 
deep water of the Gulf of Mexico connected by a channel 
accommodating vessels of thirty-foot draft. It has a safe 
harbor, stable water level, and many conditions equal to the 
best ports of the world. The aid of the State of Alabama 
will permit construction of tracks, warehouses, etc., neces- 
sary for assembling cargoes at ship side and thus create such 
conditions for quick and economic handling between land 
vehicles and ships as are necessary to restore its former 
relative greatness as well as confer great benefit upon the 
hinterland which it serves as an entreport.” 
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AN OPPORTUNITY FOR ALL. 
._ therefore, and I will advertise thee what this peo- 
ple shall do to thy people in the latter days,” Num- 
bers 24:14. 

“And I thought to advertise thee, saying, Buy it before the 
inhabitants, and before the elders of my people,” Ruth 4:4. 

We thus have Biblical authority for advertising, for pub- 
licity, for bringing things to the attention of the buyers, but 
there is another way in which advertising may be considered 
and that was stated by President Harding when in refer- 
ring to advertising he dealt with that larger sense in which 
advertising can be considered than that of mere buying and 
selling—the sense of advertising America and American life 
to the world. In discussing the subject of advertising Presi- 
dent Harding said: 

“T believe in advertising and publicity. It has done more 
to bring humanity to right understanding than almost any- 
thing else in the world. I want to join with you in doing 
a little advertising for our country, and when I do this I am 
rot trespassing on the proprieties. 

“When you put advertising forward you must believe in 
it. Advertising to be effective must be honest and must 
carry a message. I want to advertise the United States of 
America as the best republic in the world; I want to ad- 
vertixe American life as the best life in the world; I want 
to advertise American business as the best business in the 





world, and, God helping me, we’re going to make it the best 
business in the world without letting government destroy it.” 

The individual concern can wisely advertise its business. 
The individual man can do the same. But all of us indi- 
vidually and collectively ought to advertise our city, our 
state, our section, our country and advertise it in the spirit 
of optimism which would voice the coming of a better day 
despite the clouds which sometimes hover over us. We 
cught to make America the best country in the world in 
order to advertise it as the best country. 

It would be false to advertise a business on an untruthful 
statement. There is an old saying that unless you can de- 
liver the goods, do not advertise them. 

We must make America the best country in the world 
in order that the whole world may come to realize that 
fact and imitate all the good works which we may do. 

We all ought to be united in every good word and work 
for the betterment of the community in which we live, for 
the advancement of the state in which we are citizens and 
for the upbuilding of the whole country, morally, spiritually 
and financially. 

We ought to be able to make the community in which we 
live so clean and pure of life by our own example in part 
and by our activity for good at all times as to be able to 
advertise it to every friend. 

We ought to be able to work for the betterment of our 
state that it too may grow in education, in morals and in 
nll things that make for the betterment of mankind and 
then be able to advertise it to the world in the sense which 
President Harding stated that he wanted to advertise the 
United States, as the best republic in the world and to ad- 
vertise American life as the best life in the world. American 
business as the best business in the world. Then in language 
somewhat similar to that of President Harding we ought to 
say of our own business, of our own community, of our own 
state and our own section and our nation that “God helping 
me, I am going to make my business the cleanest and the 
most honest business, my community the best and most moral, 
my state the best in education, in ethical advancement, in 
material development. and I am going to seek to make the 
nation in which God has permitted me to live the very best 
country on the face of the earth and I pledge to my country 
and to God every ounce of mental, physical and spiritual 
strength I have to accomplish this end.

A $300 ACORN PRODUCES A $100,000 OAK. 
Hk Daytona, Florida, papers report a 99 year lease of a 
T business property purchased for the erection of a large 
business house on the basis of an estimated value of $100.- 
COO, or nearly $2000 a front foot, the frontage being about 
55 feet. The lease calls for payment of $6000 a year for 20 
years, $8000 a year for the next 10 years, and $9000 a year 
for the final 59 years: the total amount of the lease being for

rate of increase in value from $300 up to $100,000 is a 
rather profitable investment.

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Unwise to Call Special Session of Congress. 


RESIDENT WANNAMAKER, of the American Cotton 

Association, is sending broadcast throughout the coun- 
try under date of Sept. 10 a circular letter urging the 
calling of a special session of Congress in order to take into 
account the condition of our export trade, our agricultural 
interests and the settlement of Europe’s problems. Mr. 
Wannamaker says: 

“American exports of staple raw products have fallen to 
practically 50 per cent of previous years.” 

That is wholly incorrect and is doubtless due to much of 
the misinformation which is being published to that effect. 
As we have repeatedly shown in the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
our exports of important farm products are far in excess of 
pre-war shipments with the exception of cotton, and we can- 
not ship as much cotton as we did prior to the war because 
we have not produced enough. If we were producing 14,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000 bales of cotton and selling it at any- 
where from 5e to Te and Se a pound, as we did on several 
occasions prior to the war, Europe would be taking about 
as much as it did before the war. But Europe has been 
steadily holding off because of the present prices of cotton 
due to the great blessing which has come upon the South 
of a smaller crop. ‘ 

This year’s cotton crop at the present basis of valuation 
will probably bring to the South $1,500,000,000 for a crop of 
about 10,500,000 bales without counting the value of the 
seed. A fifteen million bale crop at even 8c a pound would 
have brought only $600,000,000. The South has thus been 
benefited to ‘an enormous extent by the smallness of its 
cotton crop. Our own mills will consume a very large pro- 
portion of the yield, and Europe will gladly take the balance, 
and at our own price, for Southern farmers are wise in 
marketing it gradually. 

Mr. Wannamaker’s suggestion that the President call a 
special session of Congress for the purpose of taking definite 
steps to enable this government to actively praticipate in 
a speedy solution of the peace problems of the world and 
German reparations is, we think, as unwise as is the 
statement in regard to the reduction in the exports of farm 
products. The most thoughtful men in America who have 
studied the conditions in Europe this summer are convinced 
that we should keep out of too close an affiliation with the 
whole situation in Europe. 

The nations of Europe, due largely to the inbreeding of the 
past hatreds of a thousand years and to a ceaseless scramble 
for the control of other lands than their own, must settle 
their own problems. It would be presumptuous on the part 
of this nation to undertake to tell Europe what it shall or 
shall not do. Europe is already suffering from too much of 
hat spirit on the part of some American people. Europe has 
suffered greatly also from being made to believe that this 
nation had such an abundant store of wealth that it would 
flood all of Europe with its money and cancel all of Europe’s 
debts without regard to whether Europe was working on a 
sound basis or not. 

E'urope must learn the supreme importance of settling its 
own affairs, and of concentrating its whole spirit upon work 
as France is doing. France is probably today in better 
economic condition than any other part of Europe, because 
all of its people have gone to work. They are optimistic; 
they are rebuilding the devastated regions. The young 
and the old alike are at work. With the most terrific losses 
which probably any country ever endured through the devas; 
tation of an invading army, France is in far better shape than 
England. In the latter pessimism reigns. In France opti- 
mism is rampant. In England there is great unemployment. 
In France everybody is at work. 

Nor should we for a moment, as suggested by Mr. Wanna- 


maker, undertake to settle the German reparations problem. 
The world knows that Germany has been a nation of robbers, 
that it has sought to loot the world for its own profit, and 
since the Armistice it has been definitely seeking to escape 
responsibility for its criminality. It has hoped to get the 
sympathy of the United States and Great Britain, and has 
sought to arouse hostility in both countries to France for the 
express purpose of freeing itself from the payment of even 
a small proportion of the damage which it did to France. 

The only way in which the German reparation question can 
be settled is the method which France has adopted of 
taking possession of the Ruhr district and holding it until 
Germany makes some satisfactory settlement for the wreck 
and ruin which it wrought in its accursed war. It is not 
now, nor ever has it been incumbent upon us to go into 
Europe and settle its diplomatic and territorial questions. 
These questions must be settled by Europe and not by the 
United States. Europe has naturally from a selfish stand- 
point desired to involve the United States in all of its prob- 
lems in order that it might call upon the wealth of this coun- 
try and our armies and navies for its own use whenever it 
became necessary to finance bankrupt European countries or 
to enforce by armed power peace upon discordant European 
elements. Our army and navy are not for that purpose; 
and surely this country would have no right to draft soldiers 
and force them into every squabble in Europe in trying to 
settle the theusand year old hostilities which exist between 
races and nations. 

We entered the European War for the express purpose of 
saving civilization from the destruction of barbarism, and at 
the same time saving ourselves from being overrun by the 
power of a triumphant Germany; but that did not in any 
way whatever make it incumbent upon us to continue forever 
as a partner in all the interminable hatreds and fights of 
European affairs. 

Mr. Wannamaker we think is, therefore, entirely unwise 
in the position which he has taken in asking that a special 
session of Congress should be convened for the purposes 
which he has named. In discussing some of the legislation 
asked for by Western farmers for artificial relief in the pres- 
ent emergencies Mr. Wannamaker says: 

“Paternalistic aid on the part of the Government is un- 
American, and doubtless would increase the evils at present 
existing.” 

That sentence might very properly apply to European con- 
ditions and be related to them. Paternalistic aid on the 
part of this Government to direct European affairs would be 
wholly un-American, and would in our opinion unquestionably 
increase the evils which now exist in Europe. 

We trust that President Coolidge will refrain from calling 
any -special session of Congress for any such purpose as in- 
dicated. Mr. Wannamaker is sending his letters throughout 
the country asking those who receive them to write to Presi- 
dent Coolidge urging him to call this special session. We 
hope that those who receive the letters will be wise enough 
to disregard that request.

MAKING THE SOUTH’S RESOURCES KNOWN TO EXPERTS IN CHEMISTRY AND INDUSTRY.

New York, September 22—[Special]—Crowds, thronged the 
wide passages of three floors of Grand Central Palace all 
this week for the Ninth National Exposition of Chemical 
Industries, which has taken its place among the most im- 
portant of the many annual shows held in this city. Despite 
the handicap of the lack of the usual newspaper publicity, 
brought about by a strike of pressmen, the attendance com- 
pared very favorably with that of other years. As to qual- 
ity, there was no doubt that it was of the highest order. 

Few came to the exposition from any other motive than 
to learn as much as possible about the development of the 
chemical industry during the past year, and it was notice- 
able that strollers through the aisles were far outnumbered 
by interested and intelligent visitors to the many booths, 
where the various phases of the business of transforming 
American raw materials into finished and valuable products 
were explained in fullest detail. 

A striking feature of the exposition this year was the 
number of women visitors of the student type. They were 
quite as likely to be clustered about some imposing but high- 
ly technical exhibit of machinery as around the booth where 
the superiority of American dyes was shown by the actual 
washing of various fabrics and garments. Little question 
remains that this country can turn out dyes as good as 
Germany’s best, and the exhibit which showed woolens, 
silks and cotton goods, all withstanding the most severe 
treatment, was ocular proof of the soundest sort. 

The Cheney Silk Company, one of the largest in the 
world, announced in its exhibit that where it used 92 per 
cent of German dyes before 1914 it now used 85 per cent 
American dyes, the remainder coming from Switzerland and 
England, with a very small percentage from Germany. This 
is a fair example of the development of the dye phase of 
American chemistry in a little less than a decade. 

Exhibits this year were arranged in groups, so that much 
time was saved, and nothing lost in the general impressive- 
ness of the exposition. As at every other chemical show, 
there was ample evidence that American inventive genius 
and mechanical ability is keeping pace with the develop- 
ment of the science of chemistry, and that our manufacturers 
need never go outside their own nation for their equipment. 
Practical demonstrations of equipment of all sizes and varie- 
ties went on the entire week, and were never without 
interested observers. 

A nove] feature of this year’s exposition was the Students’ 
Short Course in Industrial Chemistry, which attracted large 
numbers to the lectures given by the leaders in their lines. 
Keen interest was also displayed in scholarships offered 
by the American Chemical Society, and in the essay con- 
test of that organization, with its valuable prizes. 

The contribution of chemistry to the fight on diabetes 
also aroused enthusiastic discussion, and the booths where 
insulin and intarvin were displayed were among the most 
popular in the exhibition. Insulin, developed in Canada, 
has been accepted by the entire medical profession as a 
remedial agent in the treatment of diabetes, and intarvin 
is a chemical fat which may be taken by sufferers from the 
disease in whatever quantity is necessary without danger 
of acidosis. 

The present popularity of radio attracted many to the 
booths where products of the chemical industry were dis- 
played that have a bearing on this new enthusiasm. Bake- 
lite, the phenol rosin product that has such widespread 
usage in industry, is playing a large part in the manufacture 





of radio apparatus, and hard rubber also has an important 
share. : 

A booth of the American Chemical Society, which showed 
graphically the value of research, also attracted hundreds. 
This society, along with other organizations of chemists, and 
chemical equipment makers was well represented in the 
displays. They indicated by their wide-awakeness the pres- 
ent attitude of their industry toward its opportunities. Time 
was when the chemists had a fight on their hands to keep 
what America had gained under the impetus of war-needs, 
when there was doubt that the new industry would sur- 
vive a return to peace conditions, and when the menace of a 
new German monopoly was very real, but the situation is 
easier now. American chemistry rests upon a firm founda- 
tion, and no one fears to build upon it. 

The United States government gave its official recognition 
te the importance of the show by the exhibits of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, the Department of Commerce, and the 
Bureau of Standards. All were large and comprehensive. 
The Canadian Bureau of Mines also had an exhibit, and 
there were other booths disclosing the possibilities of that 
country in the way of chemical. development. 

Of interest to students of the industrial future of the 
nation was a super-power map, prepared for the Westing- 
house Electric Company, and displayed at their booth. Its 
network of lines embraced all the United States and Canada, 
and showed power being furnished from great stations to 
every nook and corner of the nation—a scientist’s dream of 
the day when electricity will supply the power to drive all 
the wheels of the nation’s industry from great centrally- 
located plants. 

No section of the country was so well represented in a 
showing of its raw materials and finished products as the 
South. Grouped together in an advantageous location on the 
second floor were booths of the MANUFACTURERS REcorRD, the 
Alabama Power Company, the Southern Railway and the 
Central of Georgia Railway. The Southern Railway, occupy- 
ing a corner space, brought to the Exposition an exhibit of 
the mineral resources of the territory traversed by its lines 
even more complete than in the past; it told comprehensive- 
ly and well the whole story of a vast empire awaiting the 
touch of the magic wand of science to become one of the 
richest parts of the world, and to pour its wealth into the 
pockets of the men with foresight enough to develop it. 

Not far away was the booth of the Southern Minerals 
Corporation, the establishment of whose plant at Cleveland, 
Tenn., for the production of silica, silex, tripoli and flint, 
was the direct result of the Railway’s exhibit of last year. 
J. C. Williams, manager of the road’s Development Service, 
interested R. B. Ladoo, then with the U. S. Bureau of 
Mines, in the Tennessee properties, with the result that the 
Magnesia Tale Co. and the American Minerals Co., both 
Vermont corporations, established the Southern organization. 
Mr. Ladoo is confident that the development at Cleveland 
will be a valuable one, and says the deposits of silica there 
are the finest in the country. 

The Central of Georgia was not represented at last year’s 
Exposition, but brought a collection of mineral specimens 
and charts to this year’s show that proved one of the 
most attractive on display. In charge of J. M. Mallory, 
industrial agent, and a number of technical assistants, the 
booth revealed the road’s territory as one of the richest 
on earth in mineral resources. Its own geologists and 
chemists have done the preliminary work; their maps are 
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accurate indications of the location and amount of the va- 
rious materials. and in the road’s own laboratories have been 
worked out the commercial possibilities of the many minerals. 
Of 58 of these of commercial importance in the United 
States, 44 occur along the Central of Georgia’s lines. 

The exhibit was especially comprehensive in its showing 
of kaolins, suitable for pottery. and in its refractory clays. 
which are among the finest known. Already. eighty per cent 
of the kaolins of the country are shipped from Central of 
Georgia territory amounting to something like 150,000 tons 
a year. 

The great beds of clay in Wilkinson county were given 
especial publicity in the exhibit. Stress was also laid 
upon the possibilities of the manufacture of the finest face 
brick, and of the other building materials. such as terra 
cotta and building tiles. The Georgia clay beds are 200 to 
250 miles long, 20 to 50 miles wide. and around forty feet 
deep, so that the supply of raw materials is practically inex- 
haustible. 

There were also iron ores, marble of various grades, baux- 
ite. which occurs in vast quantities in Georgia and <Ala- 
bama. and which is the ore from which aluminum is made: 
silica, asbestos, Coal. shales. cement materials. limestones. 
harytes, and many other minerals the exploitation of which 
is almost entirely in the future. Even where the supplies 
have been tapped, vast stores remain undisturbed. 

Development of the Muscle Shoals proposition would bring 
vast deposits of bauxite lying in the Muscle shoals region to 
the attention of manufacturers. in the opinion of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia experts. sauxite is composed chiefly of 
alumina and silica, and the low grades are valuable for 
many commercial uses, in addition to being, along with the 
high grades, the source of aluminum. 

In the Southern Railway exhibit. too, there was a fine 
showing of Southern clays suitable for anything from fine 
china to lining for electric furnaces. The Southern display 
occupied more space than last year, and was never without 
its visitors, led around by technical experts, to be given 
some idea of the limitless possibilities of the South in the 
way of industrial development. 

The Alabama Power Company's booth showed a 
ber of maps of the mineral resources of the rich territory it 
serves, together with the development of its hydro-electric 
and steam power, now playing so important a part in the 
upbuilding of Northern Alabama. Because of the possibili- 
ties of the electro-chemical manufacture of calcium arsena- 
nate, the recognized poison for cotton pests such as 
the boll weevil and the army worm, and of its’ in- 
terest in the Southern farmer generally. the Company had 
on display a number of stalks of cotton. together with 
specimens of the weevil and the worm, and the fine white 
powder which is dusted on the plants to rid them of the 
ruinous insects. Methods of application were also ex- 
plained, and to Northern visitors, to whom the boll weevil 
was only a name, the exhibit proved unceasingly attractive. 
They came to see the weevil and stayed to hear the story of 
the South’s industrial possibilities, a sort of prophecy of the 
new day, when chemistry and the other sciences will give 
the South sources of wealth as great or greater than its 
cotton and other agricultural products. 

Other Southern concerns with exhibits were the Texas Gulf 
Sulphur Company, of Gulf, Texas: the Federal Phosphorus 
Company, of Birmingham and Anniston. Alabama, and the 
Tennessee Copper and Chemical Corporation. 

It has been decided that an exposition will be held every 
two years in future, instead of annually. as in the past, so 
that Industrial Chemistry will make its next bow to the

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Vigorous Replies by Business Organizations to Rail- 
roads Officials on Homeseekers Rates. 


National Association of Real Estate Boards. 
Jacksonville, Fla., September 22. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

I have read with much interest your article on the Rail- 
road Officials Views regarding the restoration of Home- 
seekers Rates to the Southeast as printed on pages 59. 60 
and 61 of your issue of the 20th instant. 

I.am very glad that you wrote to the executives as you 
did because in some cases it has brought out answers different 
to that which they have made to me. In all of my negotia- 
tions with the railroads, covering a period of the past eight- 
een months, it has been my desire to secure that which we 
are seeking by diplomatic means. From the start it has 
been evident to me that at least two of the large railroad 
systems in this territory have been sympathetic to our re- 
quest, viz: The Seaboard Air Line and the Illinois Central 
and in my public talks on this subject I have not hesitated 
to give these lines credit for their progressive spirit. 

It has not been my intention to publish any of the 
correspondence which has passed between me, as member of 
this Committee, and Chairman of similar committee for the 
Florida Realtors Association and the executives, at least as 
long as negotiations were in progress, but now that portions 
of the correspondence have been published by you. I feel at 
liberty to send you herewith copies of some other letters re- 
ceived and also copies of some of my replies, which you are 
at liberty to publish. 

In the course of these negotiations some curious things 
have been brought out, for instance, the Southeastern TPas- 
senger Association has frequently made the statement that 
they have not the rate making power, which rests with 
their members, the railroads of the Southeast. When I have 
then gone to the railroads several of them have referred me 
back to the Southeastern Passenger Association because they 
stated that it had the rate making power. Some of the pas- 
senger officials have stated to me that they felt this was 
a matter of “policy” to be determined by the executives of 
the roads and when I have taken it up-with the executives 
they have referred my letter for decision to their General 
Passenger Agents. The connecting lines running in an east- 
erly and westerly direction, which are feeders of the lines 
entering the Southeast, have stated that they are not inter- 
ested and that it is a matter for the lines entering Florida 
to decide. A good many of the lines taking this stand are 
Southern railroads running through hundreds of miles of 
territory consisting of nothing but idle acres. 

The principal objection raised by the opponents of this 
matter has been that when Homeseekers Rates were in ef- 
fect before the war this specially reduced rate privilege was 
abused, and the Homeseekers’ tickets were largely used by 
commercial travelers and tourists. This is no doubt a fact 
and has not been denied by us. but it was caused by the 
‘ailroad companies’ failure to place safeguards around these 
tickets which would limit their use to the people for whom 
they were specially made, viz: Houieseekers. If we secure 
restoration of these rates we want the use of such tickets 
strictly limited to Homeseekers and to this end the chairman 
planned a system of certification very similar to the plan in 
effect for conventions whereby the specially reduced rate 


tickets can only be used by members of the association hold- 
ing the convention. and then only upon a certificate of the 
secretary of the Association certifying to the fact that the 
bearer is a member of the association in good standing, which 
when presented to the ticket agent is his authority to sell the 
applicant the reduced rate ticket. Several of the executives 
have written me that if such a plan is practicable, legal, 
and in conformity with the rules of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. a very large part of the objections raised 
by the railroads will be met. At the public hearing held 
at Asheville in August, 1922, before the Southeastern Pas- 
senger Association, after all the evidence was in, I offered 
both verbally and in writing to lay this plan before the 
general passenger agents for their consideration, before they 
came to a decision, but I was never requested to come be- 
fore them, and their decision was rendered without hearing 
my plan outlined. 

In order to find out whether this certificate plan was in can- 
formity with the Transportation Act and the rules of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, will say that this matter 
is now a subject of correspondence between the writer and 
the Commission. 

In my letter of August 11th to the Railroad Executives 
copy of which you have and which you are now at liberty to 
publish, I requested that a conference be held at an early 
date at which should be present the Executives, General 
Freight Agents, General Passenger Agents and Development 
Agents of the principal railroads of the South so that this 
matter could be thoroughly discussed and a decision arrived 
at. From the letters I have been receiving for the past 
week or ten days there is some indication that such a con- 
ference will be called in the near future. 

For your information I am sending you herewith a copy 
of the transcript of the Asheville hearing. August, 1922, be- 
fore the Southeastern Passenger Association, at which a 
large amount of evidence and exhibits was produced. Your 
attention is especially called to paragraphs marked in red. 

I feel that it is necessary for me to e¢all attention to 
some of the paragraphs in some of the letters you pub- 
lished in this week’s issue which are not founded on facts. 

In the letter of Mr. W. A. Winburn, president of the 
Central of Georgia Railway, he makes a statement that, 
so far as he knows, there is no demand or necessity for 
Homeseekers Rates in Georgia and goes on to say that if they 
are necessary for the development of his State or the State 
of Florida he will favor them. He states that the letters 
he has received on the subject are all from “Red] Estate 
Agents or from allied interests.” I call attention to the 
fact that there si solidly behind this request Chambers of 
Commerce, State Bankers Associations, State Development 
Boards, Land Owners, State and Local Associations of 
Realtors and the Governors of each of the Southern States, 
and the prosecution of the case, and of the work connected 
therewith, has been placed in my hands as member of the 
Committee of the National Association of Real Estate Boards. 
His reference to the land promotion schemes which flourished 
in Florida ten to fifteen years ago is entirely unnecessary 
and uncalled for. That is past history. Such practices are 
considered in strict violation of the ethics of any Realtor. 
Mr. Winburn and other railroad officials are probably not 
aware of the efforts made in the past decade by our Asso- 
ciation to raise the profession of real estate agent to the 
high plane now carried on by Realtors. They are probably 
not aware that the foundation slogan of our Association is 
“The Golden Rule.” I notice that several of the letters try 
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to intimate that this movement emanates from “Real Es- 
tate Agents more interested in town lots than in selling 
agricultural lands” and settling up the idle acres of the 
South. To my mind this statement is an unnecessary slur 
upon our profession and is certainly not founded upon fact. 
The profession of Realtor is certainly as high as that of law- 
yers, doctors, bankers and transportation. 

In the letter of Mr. N. D. Maher, President, Norfolk and 
Western Railway Company, I desire to say that he is in 
error when he states that there are “‘no homeseekers’ fares 
in effect in any territory’ and that they were tried out 
in a limited territory in 1922 and were abandoned eight or 
nine months ago.” Immediately the United States Railroad 
Administration turned the railroads back to their owners 
several years ago, the Western Passenger Association re- 
stored Homeseekers’ Rates to the following states and 
provinces and they have been in effect ever since: Alberta, 
Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Michigan, Mimnesota, New 
Mexico, North Dakota, Oregon, Saskatchewan, South Da- 
kota, Utah, Washington, Wisconsin and to points in Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Missouri, New Mexico and Texas. Mr. 
Maher is also in error when he states that summer tourists 
tickets are sold in all sections of the United States to re- 
sorts in all Southern states at greatly reduced fares from 
May 15th to September 30th. Such tickets were sold dur- 
ing the summer of 1922 to people who Knew that they were 
in existence, but the railroad companies failed to advertise 
the fact. We were informed by several people who tried 
to purchase such tickets that they were refused because the 
ticket agent said he had no authority to sell them. These 
summer tourists tickets were not put on sale during this 
summer of 1923. 

In all of my correspondence during the past eighteen 
months on this subject I have never requested the restora- 
tion of Homeseekers Rates to Florida alone, but have re- 
quested the restoration of such tickets for the entire terri- 
tory covered by the Southeastern Association. Representing 
as I do large land owners in Southern states, including 
Florida, I know the value it will be to the land owner, 
the business men and the Railroads themselves to have 
these special rate tickets sold. The evidence produced on 
this subject at the Asheville hearing which I have marked 
in red, bears out the value of Homeseekers Rates to this 
territory. If such rates are of no value why is it that the 
Western railroads have always issued such tickets excepting 
during the war period? The business men of the Southeast 
are determined to be placed on a parity with other sections 
of our country in this matter and it is sincerely hoped that 
we will not be compelled to file a formal complaint with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission on the ground that 
this territory is discriminated against.

Georgia Will Offer Farm Land, Without Any Cash 


for Five Years—Homeseekers Rates Needed. 
The Albany Chamber of Commerce. 
Albany, Ga., September 22. 


Editor Manufacturers Record: 
A number of chambers of commerce of Georgia have prac- 


tically simultaneously made application to the Southeastern 
Passenger Association for the re-establishment of home- 
seekers rates on railroads traversing or operating in this 
state. For the Albany Chamber of Commerce such applica- 
tion was filed September 19, and the issue of the MANUFAC- 
TURERS ReEcorD of September 20, carrying the views of rail- 
road officials on this subject, received today, is of great serv- 
ice in expediting the campaign for homeseekers rates in the 
South. 


President Winburn, of the Central of Georgia Railroad 


says in his letter dated September 4: “So far as I know there 
is no demand or necessity for homeseekers’ rates in Georgia.” 
Mr. Winburn further says if they are necessary for the 
development of Georgia, his road will favor them. The 
movement seeking cheap rates to bring Western and North- 
ern people to Georgia and the South has just begun and is 
born of the migration of the negro and even some disheart- 
ened whites, this being an extremely lean year in these parts. 

Albany’s Chamber of Commerce became interested be- 
cause of a plan that is being worked out to settle a number 
of white farmers on the large plantations in this section. 
Not a colonization plan but simply to make the terms of sale 
of small farms, improved or unimproved, so advantageous as 
to attract at once the attention of the ruralist of other 
climes. This plan is somewhat unique and soon will be ready 
to launch, hence the great desire for homeseekers rates 
on the railroads. Briefly it is requiring the purchaser to 
only put a certain per cent of permanent improvements on 
the property bought, giving him five years free occupancy 
of the land without any interest charge to be paid whatever, 
and after that giving him one, two, three, four and five years 
in deferred time to pay for his land. 

The five years before any payments fall due will give the 
new settler time to experience lean years and good ones. 
He will not have exhausted his capital in paying a goodly 
sum down and then endeavoring through scrimping and en- 
durance of hardships by himself and family to pay off his 
indebtedness. Failing in which through unfavorable seasons 
or other unavoidable causes, he becomes dissatisfied and 
returns to his former home with jaundiced -views which are 
quickly communicated to his neighbors and passed on for a 
radius of many miles. 

To successfully promote the proposed plan which will have 
the unqualified endorsement of the Albany Chamber of 
Commerce with its T00 membership, it will be necessary to 
have low homeseekers rates that prospective settlers may 
come South and see, and seeing and learning how easy it 
will be to secure a home away from the rigid winters of his 
northern land, bring Betsy and the baby, and with the cow, 
the hog and the hen and a little cotton on the side, establish 
himself permanently where nature and nature’s God has 
smiled so bountifully upon Creation.

Practical Evidence of Value of Homeseekers Rates. 
Lake County Chamber of Commerce. 
Tavares, Fla., September 21. 


Editor Manufacturers Record: 
All of the South and especially Florida owes you a debt 


of gratitude for going after homeseekers’ rates in the right 
manner and proper spirit. I believe you will accomplish 
your end. The letters from the railroad officials leave an 
opening wedge. Keep it up. 

Last evening I picked up a copy of “Asia.” Page after 
page of advertisements about California, Pacific Coast the 
Orient and ports of departure—a combination of rail and 
sea advertising. Not a line—a single little agate line, which is 
one-fourteenth of an inch—about Florida from its railroads. 
You can pick up Travel and Geographic Magazine, and a 
thousand other publications of a nation-wide circulation and 
influence, Florida and the South are not mentioned. It 
grieves me. I feel as I want to quit the battle for Florida’s 
recognition which I have waged for 18 years—a fight that 
“has kept me to my desk for as long as four years without 
a day’s vacation. j 

I admit what some of the railroad officials say is true, that 
many took advantage of homeseekers’ rates who were not 
homeseekers, but commercial men or those visiting relatives 
—also that during homeseekers’ rates there were those who 
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remained here and advertised their return tickets at a low 
sum, as low as $d for a 2000 mile return trip. But the 
“scalper” is no more—and commercial clubs and newspapers 
co-operate against such as try to take advantage of a favor 
shown them. 


I also admit that the commercial clubs of Florida have not 
played the game as it should be played—they have concen- 
trated their efforts on town building, on the seashore, on 
the palatial hotels, the golf links, the motoring, boating and 
fishing. 

They have overlooked the great unalterable fact that all 
wealth comes from the earth—the products we eat, the cot- 
ton we wear, the wool made possible by the grazing, the meat, 
the minerals. Everything from the soil. And they took the 
line of least resistance to make a showing—that of town 
building. 

But there is a new era in Florida. Counties like Gadsden, 
Taylor, Columbia, Madison, Seminole, Lake Sumter, Marion, 
Pasco, Hernando, Hillsboro, Polk, and probably ten to twenty 
more have organized county trade bodies with the express 
determination to build up the country and then the towns 
and cities will grow. I believe that within two years every 
county in the state will be organized and we will have a 
powerful statewide influence in the chief body, the Florida 
Development Board. 

The advertising is getting saner. No longer do communi- 
ties waste money with all manner of scheme advertising, 
auto vans, airplane, long-haired men pushing wheelbarrows, 
and short-haired women pushing baby carriages, pedestrians, 
and what-not. The advertising is becoming dignified and 
therefore efficacious. 

And along these lines I want to recite you a comparison. 
You know and we all know that there is 100,000 lines of rail- 
road advertising for California and the Pacific Coast to one 
for Florida. That there is a million lines of advertising 
of California products to one of Florida products. I might 
overstretch the figures, but almost any amount would be be- 


lievable when you pick up Ladies’ Home Journal and see 20 


full pages of California advertising to not a line about 
Florida. 

The Californians, Inc., a San Francsico organization with 
$400,000 on hand to spend, spent it. Supported by the advertis- 
ing stated above they were getting the benefit of advertising 
gone before and existing whieh did not emanate from its 
offices. In other words, there were in the position of the de- 
partments on the first floor of a department store, benefitting 
by the advertising done by the department on all the floors 
above the first. 

I read from a report of the results of this tremendous ex- 
penditure for publicity, supported by millions of other pub- 
licity activities, that “1447 newcomers (reported) seeking in- 
formation and service.” 

I am enclosing you the annual report of this office which 
had but $14,000 to operate upon last year—of which half 
went for salaries. With a total revenue of $13,978.29 we had 
“354 prospects who arrived and reported at this office.” Some- 
times there were many as five and six in one party, but 
we simply credited “one arrival,” the one whose name was 
on file. It is possible that we had “1500 newcomers seeking 
information and service.” 

It cost the Californians, Inc., $280 for each “newcomer.” 
It cost the Lake County Chamber of Commerce $39 for each 
neweomer. In other words, we should have had $90,000 
to expend to get the same results as Californians, Inc. 

I am simply quoting you these figures to prove that the 
railroad people are in the wrong when they say that “home- 
seekers rates are of no advantage” to the railroads of the 
state. It also proves in my mind that it costs seven times 


more effort and money to influence a “prospect” to Cali- 
fornia than to Florida, and possibly for this reason the rail- 


roads to Florida feel that there is no need to advertise. 

Now if the Lake County Chamber of Commerce could 
influence 354 prospects from the north in a year, with possibly 
1500 people represented, and 50 other counties could do the 
same, that 75,000 extra passenger hauls would be worth 
while. 

Or if we could locate 148 on farms and groves and 50 other 
count:@s could do the same, that 7150 new settlers would 
figure in the economic scale of things as per the research 
of the government to the extent of $11,837,100. And these 


same 7150 people according to government research would 


expend the first year $226,082 with the railroads. 

But I have the figures too low. While we take credit of 
locating 143 prospects, the Lake County Land Owners’ As- 
sociation located on their property at Fruitland Park, ac- 
cording to report, names and addresses, furnished you re- 
cently, 100 newcomers this summer. The W. J. Howey Co., 
of Howey, Lake Co., has brought here on an average of ten 
prospects each week during the summer. Altogether I be- 
lieve, and the railroads could substantiate it, more than 500 
families have been located on farms and groves in this 
county the past 12 months, and that 1000 homeseekers have 
visited Lake county this summer. 

I have stopped this letter for two hours to talk to a pros- 
pect from Arkansas—and he had just left when two auto 
loads of people and equipment stopped en route to Clermont, 
this county, from New York state. Since September 1st we 
have record of these located in Lake county:

Geo. P. Artops, of Georgia, still prospecting. 

James Naylor, of Arlington, N. J., at Montverde.

These through our efforts of a national advertising cam- 
paign. 

I am telling this not for self-aggrandizement but to 
prove that the railroad people are not playing fair when they 
say that “homeseekers are not seeking Florida.” 

It is possible, as the railroads say, that their previous 
homeseekers’ rates did not do what they thought they 
should do, but the railroads went after business half-hearted- 
ly, not with the grand acclaim that railroads go after Cali- 
fornia business. They take a wrong attitude, say a thing 
cannot be done and make no effort to do it. 

If Florida took the same attitude it would still be a 
howling wilderness. 

Railroads should make’ business the same as any store or 
business or manufacturer, not wait for business to come to it. 

If the average business was run as some railroads run 
their’s, business would be bankrupt. 

You would not expect Marshall Field to depend upon its 
trade to increase sales. The railroads seemingly expect 
Florida communities to make its business for them. 

I feel that you are getting under the skin of the railroads 
and want to fortify you in your good fight—you are going to 
win, for right is might.

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The European Situation as Seen by an American 
Lawyer and Business Man. 


Mr. Peter O. Knight, of Tampa. widely known not only as 
one of the foremost lawyers of Florida but of the country, 
largely identified with many of the foremost business Corpora- 
tions and financiers of the east, and likewise a Democrat, in 
an interview in the New York Herald following his return 
from a trip to Europe discusses the European situation very 
interestingly. Mr. Knight is a Close, trained observer of 
business conditions of all kinds and in all parts of this coun- 
try. He is, therefore, especially well fitted, after a careful 
study of conditions in France, Italy and Spain, to discuss 
what he saw in those countries. 

The Herald article containing Mr. Knight's interview is as 
follows: 

“The contrast between ante-war and post-war conditions 
is the most striking impression left on the mind of the Amer- 
ican observer seeking light on actual conditions in Europe, 
in the opinion of Peter Knight of Tampa, influential Southern 
Democrat, who has just returned from a three months’ survey 
of France, Italy and Spain. 

“Contrary to the generally accepted idea of poverty stalk- 
ing through Europe. Mr. Knight found a greater degree of 
prosperity among all classes of people in the three countries 
he visited than ever was apparent in the years before the 
war. 

Mr. Knight believes the picture of an impoverished Europe 
has been manufactured for the sake of financial aid, and in 
spite of his political affiliations he has returned more con- 
vinced than ever that America should not be cajoled into 
playing the role of nurse to the various countries of Europe. 

“He said: 

“~The people of Europe have no conception of the real senti- 
ment of the American people. The sentimentalists, the pro- 
fessional propagandists and the international bankers have 
been telling them we are working toward the League of Na- 
tions and eventually will take our place at their side, ana 
they still have the idea they can eall on us in the slightest 
difficulty. 

“*T am convinced that at least 85 per cent of the people of 
this country are against our mixing in Europe’s financial 
and controversial affairs, but while the voice of the great 
majority has been silent the small minority has been ex- 
ceedingly active. I believe it would greatly clear the atmos- 
phere if our Government officially informed the European 
nations that our people expect them to pay their debts and 
that we have no intention of adjusting their affairs. 

*‘Once these countries knew that .we were determined to 
collect our debts and keep out of their controversies they 
would settle down to work and stop their diplomatic intrigu- 
ing. Individually they despise us, regarding Americans as a 
coarse people—the product of the steerage of Europe—but as 
a nation we loom up as a vast pocketbook. They admit our 
commercial ability, but put it down to money grabbing with- 
out any of the refinements of life.’ 

“Mr. Knight related, as typical of the point of view of the 
man in the street, a conversation with a Frenchman in Mad- 
rid who said that France owes nothing to the United States 
because this country had gone into the war through fear of 
Germany. Professions of friendship by statesmen to the 
contrary, Mr. Knight said he had not found a single French- 
man who was willing to give America the slightest credit for 
her part in the war. He went on: 

“Italy. France and Spain struck me as being on one vast 
holiday. The people there are more prosperous than ever in 
their history. To one who has not been there since before the 
war the contrast is a revelation. Before the war it was a 
common sight to see women working in the fields barefooted. 
ally one Was glad to get a tip of a few centimes and there was 
very little travel of any kind. and it was a common saying 
that only foreigners rode first class. . 

“*To-day it is all different. The trains are all crowded, 
many of the people riding first class, and the stores. hotels. 
factories and mercantile establishments of all sorts give every 
evidence of prosperity. There are no more barefooted women 
in the fields, and even the chambermaids in the hotels wear 
high heeled slippers.’ 

“Mr. Knight says he found that among all classes of people 
France stands virtually isolated. Should she become in- 
volved in a war he believes that she would find no allies. 
unless some nation was forced into war for self-defense. 

“He continued: : 


“Europe is an armed camp. I have never heard so much 


~ 


animosity expressed by people of various nationalities, and 
the greater part of it is directed toward France. The French 
people generally have the same attitude as Germany before 
the war, and they already have alienated the affections of 
the English, Spaniards and Italians, and for that matter, 
most of the other nationalities I talked to. The English 
people have gone so far that they are boycotting France, 
vacationists who used to stream to French watering places 
are now taking their holidays elsewhere. 

*“*Spain has openly in its papers and in the speeches of its 
statesmen accused France of having incited Morocco against 
Spain. and one of the prominent statesmen in Spain told me 
that if the worst came to the worst they would give over 
Morocco to England and let her fight it out with France. 

“The futility of our stepping in and adjusting Europe’s 
troubles is so obvious that one wonders how our sentimental 
propagandists and representatives of the intelligentia spend 
their time over there. I saw a compilation in the The New 
York Herald in Paris showing that since the armistice we 
have benefited Europe to the extent of eleven billion dollars. 
From the time we entered the war until the armistice our 
Government appropriated fifty-seven billion and actually 
spent thirty-six billion dollars on the war, which was more 
than it cost to operate our Government from the time of 
its inception up to 1914. With the lives of our men who 
were lost, I should say we have done quite enough, but we 
appear to get little gratitude for it.’

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Vital Questions for the Federal Reserve Board. 


WILL IT COMPLY WITH THE DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME COURT OR DOES IT HOLD ITSELF 
ABOVE THE SUPREME COURT? 


Washington, D. C., September 24, 1923. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: ‘ 

By your request I make the following statement as to the 
present status of the questions involved in the check collect- 
ing system that must be readjusted to conform to the recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
Federal Advisory Council met on the 18th instant for con- 
sideration of the so-called Claiborne-Adams plan for check 
collection. It must be remembered that while this plan bears 
the pame of Messrs. Claiborne and Adams, who are officially 
connected with the Association that conducted the litigation 
resulting in the recent decisions of the Supreme Court, it 
was suggested by Messrs. Claiborne and Adams at the in- 
stance of the Federal Reserve Board itself. These gentle- 
men would not have presumed to give advice to the Federal 
Reserve Board had they not been requested to do so. It 
must also be remembered that this plan, regardless of its 
name, is but an effort to state in the form of a regulation 
the legal conclusions that have been announced by the Su- 
preme Court, and to carry out the plain mandates of the 
Federal Reserve Act as interpreted by the Supreme Court. 
It would be more accurate to describe it as the plan pre- 
scribed by Congress when it’ adopted the Federal Reserve 
Act. 

The regulations as to check collection heretofore promul- 
gated by the Federal Reserve Board under its former Gover- 
nor, and which regulations are today in effect, (save only the 
informal announcement by the Board that agents to collect 
at the counter for the purpose of enforcing submission to the 
par clearance plan would no longer be employed,) have been, 
from the date of their original promulgation to this hour, in 
flagrant violation of the express provisions of the Federal 
Reserve Act as interpreted by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. It must be presumed that the Federal Re- 
serve Board desires to comply with the law, and their request 
for suggestions as to regulations that would comply with the 
law were undoubtedly made in good faith for the purpose of 
compliance. Unfortunately, however, instead of assuming the 
responsibility which rested upon the Board under the law to 
carry out the provisions of the Act, the plan was submitted 
first to the Executive Committee of the Governors of the 
Federal Reserve Banks which, as your paper has heretofore 
explained, was dominated by Mr. W. P. G. Harding, Ex-Govy- 
ernor. When reported upon by that Committee as being “un- 
sound,” it was referred by the Board to the Federal Advisory 
Council. That Council merely repeated the adverse report of 
the Committee of Governors and concurred in their statement 
that the plan was unsound in the matter of reserves. The 
law clothes the Federal Advisory Council with power to make 
recommendations that are supposed to be constructive and 
illuminative. It is no answer to any proposition to call it 
unsound unless a sound proposition is suggested in lieu of it. 
If the Claiborne-Adams plan is unsound, it must be because 
the Federal Reserve Act is unsound, there being in the plan 
not one sentence or syllable that is not fully supported by the 
plain language of the Federal Reserve Act. The alleged un- 
soundness is said to spring from the regulation authorizing 
and requiring Federal Reserve Banks to accept for immediate 
credit at par checks drawn on member banks within their 
district. Section 16 of the Act makes this-mandatory. If 
the result is to diminish the reserves, it is attributable to the 
law and not to Messrs. Claiborne and Adams. These manda- 
tory provisions of Section 16 of the Federal Reserve Act have 
never been complied with one single business day since the 
law was passed. If the provision is unsound, the way to 
have it corrected is to enforce it. The wise men of the Fed- 


eral Advisory Council do not tell us why it is unsound, but 
would have us infer that all reserves arising from the deposit 
of members in Federal Reserve Banks are now sound. The 
answer to this proposition is very simple. These reserves are 
necessarily paper reserves over and above the gold reserve 
requirements of the Act itself. If a bank’s reserve deposits 
fall below the prescribed amount, it simply discounts more 
paper with the Federal Reserve Bank, placing the proceeds 
to its eredit to restore its reserve. This process is but a 
paper reserve not a whit better than solvent checks on exist- 
ing credits. The gold reserves are not affected one iota by 
the process. If immediate credit makes it necessary to resort 
to additional discounts less often than would otherwise be 
necessary, it represents only a small saving to member banks 
which in all good conscience they are entitled to in view of 
the fact that Federal Reserve Banks allow no interest on 
balances. The regulation, following as it does the letter of 
the Act, is not nearly so unsound as the ipse diwcit of the 
Governors and the Advisory Council issued er cathedra and 
without supporting argument undertaking to condemn it. 
It has been said that patriotism is the last refuge of the 
scoundrel; that unconstitutionality is the last refuge of the 
politician. It may be added that “unsoundness” is the last 
refuge of a banker who can give no better reason for his 
decision. The warning you gave to the Federal Advisory 
Council in your issue of August 23rd failed to reach its mark. 

The true inward situation is that having driven some 16,000 
State banks into involuntary par remittance through coercive 
measures extending over three years, “the powers that be” 
seem to be deliberately maneuvering the situation in the hope 
that these unwilling banks, having been cowed into submis- 
sion, will not rise up and assert their freedom which was pro- 
claimed by the Supreme Court of the United States. Natural- 
ly these banks feel that if the Board has been violating the 
law in its check collecting regulations for three years past 
they are in danger of the results of further violations not- 
withstanding the pronouncement of the Supreme Court. The 
questions naturally suggesting themselves to the minds of 
these bankers are among others—Will the Board supervise, 
and prevent, and if necessary compel discontinuance of un- 
lawful and ultra vires acts of the agents of the Reserve 
Banks? How, when and to what extent does the Federal 
Reserve Board now purpose to recognize and abide by the 
limitations upon its power to establish par clearance which 
the Supreme Court says the law places upon it? What 
power, if any, to establish par clearance does the Board now 
claim to possess which in any manner abridges the enjoyment 
of the rights of member and non-member banks to charge 
exchange as decided by the Supreme Court? It will be re- 
called that the Supreme Court said—“It was not intended or 
expected that the Federal Reserve Banks would become the 
universal agency for the clearance of checks.” What change 
does the Board contemplate making in the present check 
collection system in order to comply with the intention and 
expectation of Congress so as to cease to be a universal 
agency for the clearance of checks? 

The member banks are also anxiously considering the an- 
swer to certain questions. For instance: Is it the purpose 
of the Federal Reserve Board to recognize that member 
banks have regained the right to charge exchange? How 
will it be recognized? When will member banks be per- 
mitted to make such charges? To what extent will this 
right be recognized? On what class of checks will members 
be permitted to charge exchange? Having deprived the 
member banks of this right for six years past, is the Board 
going to continue the system that will perpetuate this wrong? 
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The responsibility for answers to these questions rests upon 
the Federal Reserve Board. It cannot be shifted by referring 
them to others, According to the language of the Supreme 
Court, the only class of checks to which Reserve Banks’ collec- 
tion service may be legally applied are those payable within 
its district. When does the Federal Reserve Board expect to 
classify checks in accordance with this law? Under its former 
domination the Federal Reserve Board frequently announced 
that the law required the establishment of the universal par 
clearance system, and while apparently sympathizing with the 
banks that were called upon to perform a valuable service 
without compensation, they sought to console them by de- 
claring that the law itself deprived them of these charges. 
The Supreme Court having completely exploded this theory, 
what expression or action may be expected from the Board 
that will correct these erroneous interpretations of the law? 
As a result of these misinterpretations, millions of checks 
are being daily cleared at par which would otherwise be 
subjected to exchange charges. Is the present Board content 
to remain the beneficiary of misplaced reliance on the cor- 
rectness of the former Board's interpretations of the law? 
How can the present Board now refuse to say, “The law was 
misinterpreted. Its requirements were erroneously stated 
tc you. The Board is not required to inaugurate universal 
par clearance and it was never expected or intended that it 
should. Therefore, non-member State banks are free to ac- 
cept or reject the par clearance system and withdraw from 
the par list without fear of reprisals, whether open or 
secret, and member banks shall be entitled to their proper 
exchange charges on all checks deposited for collection out- 
side of the districts in which they do business.” Failure to 
act by the Board can have no other interpretation than that 
it hopes and expects by inaction to indirectly bring about 
the injurious results to both members and non-members that 
have followed the unlawful attempt to inaugurate universal 
par clearance which, under the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, it must be admitted they could not directly accomplish. 
No doubt the bankers of America now in convention assem- 
bled will look forward with great eagerness and anxiety to 
concrete action that will relieve the banking world of the 
uncertainty, the friction, and the positive danger to the whole 
Federal Reserve System, that are wrapped up in the present 
condition of affairs. :

Alabama Power Company Buys Gorgas Plant From 
Government—Part of Muscle Shoals Development 
Sells for Nearly $3,000,000. 


Washington, D. C.—An important development in plans for 
the disposition of Muscle Shoals in Alabama has been reached 
by the Government in its decision to sell the Gorgas steam 
plant to the Alabama Power Co., of Birmingham, at a figure 
approximating $3,500,000. It is not known definitely how this 
sale will ultimately affect the offer of Henry Ford for Muscle 
Shoals, except that it will force a revised offer from Mr. 
Ford if he wishes to bid for the remainder of the develop- 
ment. 

The Gorgas plant is located on property of the Alabama 
Power Co. under a contract by which the Govern- 
ment was obligated to sell the plant to the company or re 
move it from the company’s property. This contract was de- 
clared valid by the judge-advocate general of the army and. 
by Attorney General Daugherty. As stated in a letter to the 
MANUFACTURERS REcORD about two months ago, Thomas W. 
Martin, president of the Alabama Power Co., said that com- 
pany “just prior to the war, acquired a site at Gorgas on 
the Warrior River, twenty-five miles from Birmingham, on 


which to erect a reserve steam plant to supplement the hy- 
dro plants of this company in times of low water. We 
projected our requirements for reserve steam plants for a 
period of years, making provision for 90,000 horsepower 
total capacity, and the plant was completed in 1917 with the 
first unit of 30,000 horsepower. Transmission lines connect- 
ing the plant with other parts of the system were construct- 
ed to serve town and cities, coal mines, mills and other in- 
dustries throughout the state.” 

It is stated that the War Department some time ago no- 
tified Mr. Ford that the Department of Justice and the 
judge-advocate-general of the army had held valid its con- 
tract with the Alabama Power Co. which required the Gov- 
ernment to sell the plant to the company or remove it from 
its property. September 24th was the last day of several ex- 
tensions of time in which the government could make a de- 
cision. Mr. Ford’s engineers, it is said, requested another 
extension which the power company declined to grant, 
whereupon Secretary Weeks, of the War Department, came 
to the conclusion that it would be more advantageous to 
the government to sell than to remove the plant. 

The war-time construction cost of the plant was $4,750,- 
000, the actual price paid by the Alabama Power Co. being 
$3,472,487.25, a sum arrived at in appraisals by the Ordnance 
Division of the War Department and engineers of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission. 

In addition to the unit constructed by the Alabama 
Power Co. prior to the war, and additional units and facili- 
‘ties installed for the use of the government, including a 90- 
mile transmission line from the Warrior River plant to Mus- 
‘cle Shoals, the company also owns the entire site of the 
Gorgas plant and the entire 90-mile right of way on which the 
government transmission line was constructed. 





Piling and Paving Blocks Needed in Japan’s Rebuild- 
ing Program. 

Piling will be required in large numbers for reconstructing 
the destroyed docks and waterside warehouses and sheds in 
Yokohama and Tokyo, as well as for building sub-foundations 
for industrial buildings, bridges, and construction work in 
general, says the Far Eastern Division of the Department 
of Commerce. The city of Tokyo for some time has contem- 
plated the widening and straightening of its narrow, crooked 
streets, and many have already been designated for this im- 
provement. This plan will no doubt be carried out in the 
reconstruction program and the widening of the streets will 
require enormous quantities of paving blocks. Douglas fir 
has been used almost exclusively in the paving program of 
Tokyo. 

It is reported that plans are being made to rebuild Tokyo 
and Yokohama along modern lines, conforming with the con- 
struction of the Western World as closely as practicable. 
The possibilities along this line are somewhat limited, how- 
ever, owing to the necessity of always keeping in mind the 
probability of a recurrence of earthquakes and designing the 
buildings accordingly, and the necessity of keeping the cost 
within limits, especially in the case of homes, It is certain, 
however, that in a short time better and finer cities will rise 


from the ashes of Tokyo and Yokohama, and that they will 


regain the prominent positions in Japanese affairs that they 
enjoyed before the disaster. 





Will Vote on $450,000 Bonds for Schools. 
_ Beckley, W. Va., September 22—[Special.]—The Board of 
Education of Town district has issued a call for a special 
election on Saturday, October 6, to bond the district to the 
extent of $450,000 for the erection and improvement of school 
buildings. 
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Effect of Anthracite Strike Settlement Seen in Interest 
Shown by Consumers in Bituminous Supply. 


Charleston, W. Va., September 22—[Special]—The far- 
reaching effect of the terms of settlement of the anthracite 
strike forced by Governor Pinchot and whieh are generally 
regarded by coal men as yielding to the demands of the 
United Mine Workers, upon future sources of supply are 
already to be observed. Anticipating that there may be a 
shortage of bituminous after next April, there are many 
large consumers who within the last few weeks or since the 
settlement of the anthracite strike have been making in- 
quiries as to supplies and prices covering the next twelve 
months, 


As a rule, there are few producers, either union or non- 
union, who are willing to tie up their production for that 
long a period, for several reasons. In the first place the 
mine owners whose plants are manned by union miners, un- 
der a contract with the union have no assurance of what may 
happen after April 1. On that day the contract between. the 
United Mine Workers and those operating union mines ex- 
pir2s and the operators have no assurance or knowledge at 
this time of what the terms of the next contract may be. 
in short, the union operators cannot, except at a good deal 
of risk of losing money, make a contract to run for a longer 
period than the contract with the union. The latter there- 
fore puts a limitation on the former. The union operators 
do not know whether they will have to yield to a demand 
for an increase in wages or not after April 1 and therefore 
have nothing upon which to base production costs after 
April 1. Consequently they cannot make a flat contract 
price in the absence of exact knowledge of production costs. 


In the next place union operators have no _ knowledge 
whether it will be possible to produce any coal at all for a 
time at least after April 1, contract or no contract, because 
if the union operators do not agree to the terms offered by 
the United Mine Workers there is apt to be a strike, especially 
in view of the ease with which the anthracite miners were 
able to secure a compliance with a large part of their de- 
mands. 


Of course since the union operators are not anxious to 
tie up their production beyond April 1, owing to uncer- 
tainty as to just what their status may be after the expira- 
tion of the present contract just so are non-union operators 
averse to entering into a contract for a longer period than 
that expiring April 1 because of the existing uncertainty 
as to market prices and also because it is not possible to 
approximately guage production costs this far in advance. 
Wages in open-shop territory are governed largely by the 
law of supply and demand. As a rule they are somewhat in 
excess of wages prevailing in union fields, at least as to 
some classes of work and are almost invariably equal to 
union wages, but inasmuch as work is usually more regular 
in open shop territory owing to the freedom of such terri- 
tory from strikes and other labor disputes, the earnings of 
non-union mines are usually much larger, man for man, 
than those in union territory and furthermore are net, 
since the non-union miner is not checked off for union dues 
and assessments. 


Statistics compiled not long ago show that the percentage 
of coal loaders in the Winding Gulf district earning more 
than $1600 per year is 34.28; in the Fairmont district 
(union) 29.16%; in the Logan (non-union) 23.14% in the 
Pocahontas field (non-union), 14.48 and in the Kanawha 
(part union and part open shop) 7.97%. In the Winding 


Gulf district it has recently been shown that more than 
55% of each of the three classes of miners (pick miners, ma- 
chine miners and coal loaders) working 100 days and over, 
earned more than $1600; 29% earned more than $2500. 


Preparing to Let Contract to Increase Capacity of 
West Virginia Coal Mine from 600 Tons to 2000 
Tons a Day. 

Fairmont, W. Va., September 24—[Special]—A large sum 
will be spent by the Edward Hines interests of Chicago in 
the improvement of mining property recently acquired at 
Rivesville in the Marion county coal field. The Chicago in- 
terests not long ago purchased the plant and holdings of the 
Rivesville Coal Company and at the same time bought addi- 
tional Sewickley coal acreage so that it will be possible to 
mine Sewickley coal in an area of about 1000 acres through 
the mine acquired. In planning improvement of the mine 
and plant in general, sufficient additional machinery and 
mining equipment will be installed to bring the total daily 
production up from 600 tons a day to 2000 tons a day. Equip- 
ment concerns are now at work on plans and as soon as 
such plans are worked out a contract will be let so that 
there may be no delay in making the improvements. The 
Baltimore & Ohio will furnish additional trackage facilities, 
including additional cross-overs. 





President Coolidge to Send Message to Western 
Tariff Congress. 

Washington, September 17—Headquarters of the Western 
Tariff Association -here was officially notified today that 
President Coolidge would send a written message to the 
Western Tariff Congress, which will be held at Denver, Colo- 
rado, October 3 and 4. The announcement came in response 
to a request from the Association for the President to address 
the Congress in person or by radio. 

Officials of the Tariff Association pointed out that this 
statement from the President would probably be the first 
public utterance of the new chief executive on the Tariff. 

The activity of the Tariff Commission in reopening tariff 
schedules has alarmed the Western producers, and, at a 
meeting held in Salt Lake City recently, an appeal was made 
to the President to restrain the activities of the Tariff Com- 
mission by executive order, and the Western Tariff Congress 
was called to meet in Denver October 3 and 4 to give all 
producing interests of the West an opportunity to jointly 
define a tariff policy best adapted to the needs of the West. 
It was pointed out that the West was the raw material base 
of the nation, and it is claimed by the organization that 
neither party has ever given the producer of raw material 
an equal show with the manufacturer, that the present tariff 
measure came more nearly doing so but that the ink was 
hardly dry until free traders and profiteers assailed the Tariff 
Commission with applications to reduce the duties on raw 
materials. 

In summing up the Western Tariff demands, Frank J. 
Hagenbarth, Chairman of the Association, said: 

“We want a permanent tariff policy that gives raw mate- 
rials a square deal and we want rates stabilized. We do not 
want a battery of Washington lobbyists continuously jockey- 
ing with the present tariff measure and attempting to influ- 
ence the tariff policies of Government.” 





$250,000 Contract Let for Hospital Buildings. 

Morganton, N. C.—Contract has been awarded to the Mc- 
Devitt-Fleming Co. of Chattanooga for the erection of three 
buildings for the State Hospital here—two dormitories and’ 
women’s building—the total cost to be about $250,000. The 
former will be two stories and basement each, and the latter 
one story and basement to contain dining rooms and to be 
connected by a covered passageway to the women’s dormi- 
tory. é' 

C. C. Hook, of Charlotte, is the architect. Contract for 
the heating, which will cost from $18,000 to $20,000, has 
been awarded to J. L. Powers, of Bennettsville, S. C. 
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August Production in Basic Lines Increased. 


Further reports on August business received by the Bureau 
of the Census, Department of Commerce. continue to show in- 
creases in productivity. Production of steel ingots increased 
from 3.500.000 to 3,680.000 tons. Increases also occurred in 
production of oak flooring and cement and in the cut of 
North Carolina pine and douglas fir. Cotton consumption in- 
creased from 461,000 to 491,000 bales. The number of active 
cotton spindles. however, and production of merchant pig 
iron declined from July. Cold storage holdings of butter, 
cheese, beef product's, lamb, mutton, eggs and poultry de- 
clined. Cement and oak flooring stocks also declined but 
stocks of merchant pig iron increased. Retail trade through 
chain stores increased; wholesale trade declined. The retail 
food price index for August declined one point from July. 
The Department of Labor's wholesale price index for all com- 
modities also declined one point. Car loadings increased over 
July and net car surplus declined. Bank clearings debits to 
individual accounts. and total investments of Federal Reserve 
banks declined. Total deposits and bills discounted in Fed- 
eral Reserve banks increased and the reserve ratio declined. 

European cables to the Department of Commerce report a 
decided increase in British foreiga trade; slightly less com- 
mercial and industrial activity in Belgium: considerable im- 
provement in Norway: moderate activity in Denmark and 
Finland: dullness in Holland: and depression in Poland and 
Roumania. Foreign crop conditions generally are good ex- 
cept in Norway. 





Atlanta’s School Building Program as Seen By 
a Western Man. 
By N. A. Harris, Detroit Steel Products Co., Detroit, Mich. 

Education is the fore-runner of industrial development. It 
increases our daily needs and then turns around and helps 
us satisfy them, whether in this country or Burma. 

A school was started in a filthy, wretched, Karen village 
perched on the side of a Burma hill. In a surprisingly short 
time an air of prosperity spread throughout the village. 

Somebody took a bath and cleaned up, the rest followed 
suit. People wanted new clothes, so somebody started a tex- 
tile mill, four or five hand looms in a rough frame shed. 
Another replaced the old notched- log. used for steps to his 
bamboo house with a ladder. His neighbors saw that it was 
a good stunt. so they did likewise. Another fellow started a 
saw mill to supply the constantly growing demand for lum- 
ber. Soon after the richest man in town—the owner of 
three elephants, a long heavy knife or dah and the biggest 
cocoanut grove—bought a gasoline engine to thrash his paddy. 
Paddy is rice before the husk has been removed. An am- 
bitious young chap built himself a boat. rowed back and 
forth to the nearest civilized town. where he could get gaso- 
line, and built himself an oil business. 

Prosperity was coming right along. so they built a new 
school, the finest in that part of the country. 

In like manner, Atlanta’s school building program marks 
a healthy industrial development going on throughout the 
entire South. This should interest manufacturers in particu- 


The $7,000,000 school building program of Atlanta is an 
excellent proof of the healthy industrial and financial devel- 
epment that is being enjoyed by practically the entire South. 


This will be of interest to the manufacturers of the country 
because prosperity for the South means prosperity for all. 

That the spirit of the South demands the best, is shown 
by the care and forethought that has been spent in design- 
ing and building these schools. The latest development in 
steel sash, specially designed reversible ventilator windows, 
have been adopted in 15 out of 16 of the buildings. It will 
require 74,000 square feet of windows to meet the require- 
ments of these schools. This is sufficient to make a solid 
steel window 7 feet high and 2 miles long. 

Substantial economies were effected by having the entire 
installation handled by the Fenestra Construction Company 
—specialists in the erection of steel windows. In this way, 
a considerable saving of time and labor, as well as the as- 
surance of satisfactory installation were secured. 

The low maintenance cost of these windows is a feature 
that was appreciated by the Atlanta school board. The 
small panes of glass make possible the replacement of broken 
lights at a very nominal expense. A saving in janitors’ 
time is also effected, due to the fact that these windows are 
so constructed they can be cleaned on both sides by anyone 
standing within the room. Their use also lessens the fire 
hazard. 

Through their use, the architect was able to secure the 
proper ratio of daylight area to the floor space required 
by law without cutting into the architectural design of the 
buildings. This may seem like a point of minor considera- 
tion, but school buildings are monumental in type and perma- 
nent in construction, and an attractive and well proportioned 
building is an asset to any community. 

As has already been mentioned, the ventilators or sash of 
these windows are reversible. The bottom edge of the ven- 
tilator swings out, while the top slides down in the pane of 
the sash. Two side arms hold the window open in a balanced 
position. By continuing the process of opening, the venti- 
lator may be reversed sufficiently, so that any part of the 
outside surface can be reached from inside the room. This 
makes window washing easier and does away with the 
necessity of safety straps. 

A one pane ventilator at the sill of the window swings 
in. This is pivoted at the two lower corners so that when 
it opens in it forms a guard against drafts and deflects them 
over the heads of the children. This eliminates the scramble 
and confusion that results when papers are blown off desks. 
The lower ventilator may also be left partially open, even in 
stormy weather. 

Naturally, the difficulty of opening windows that are 
warped and stuck is entirely eliminated as these windows 
are not affected by moisture. They are so designed. This 
makes them practical for use in the North as well as South- 
ern countries. Double contact surfaces afford such effective 
weathering that the severest winter storms are not able to 
seep through. The locking devices are very simple, easily 
operated and hold the windows securely shut.

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Japan Must Spend Vast Sum for Reconstruction of Devastated 
Sections. 


[Mr. W. D. Hornaday, the writer of the following is our regular Texas correspondent who has 
been making a trip through portions of the Orient; he got out of Tokio just in time to escape the 
earthquake but has been in such close touch with the situation that he is able to give us the following 
very important facts in regard to the construction work that must be done in Japan.—Editor Manufac- 


turers Record. | 
Honolulu, T. H., September 18—[Special]—An enormous 
zmount of construction material, especially lumber, will be 
required to rebuild the destroyed parts of Tokyo, Yokohama, 
Nagoya and smaller cities and towns which were 
stricken by the recent earthquake and fire catastrophe. It 
is roughly estimated that five hundred tliousand buildings

many 


in the three larger cities alone were destroyed. 
in the list are seores of large business buildings of modern 


construction. It was upon the Ginza, the Broadway of To- 


kyo, that the fire in the capital started, and the buildings of 
brick, conerete and steel which lined that thoroughfare were 
quickly laid waste. In Yokohama practically all of the mod- 
ern buildings in the old International Settlement area were 
destroyed. 

It is conceded on all sides that these three great commer- 
cial centers of Japan must be rebuilt. The materials for 
erecting homes for the several million refugees and for re- 
building the business buildings is not available in Japan, ex- 
cept in very limited quantities, neither is it to be had in 
China or any other part of the Orient. It must come from 
the United States, and within a very short time, it is ex- 
pected, urgent orders for lumber and a great variety of other 
construction necessities will be placed with manufacturers 
and dealers in that country. 

During the year 1922 Japan imported a total of 19.509.000 
yen’s worth of construction materials, chiefly lumber. This 
was equivalent to $9,754,500 United States currency in value. 
Of this amount $7,788,000 came from the United States. 
Building costs are high in Japan. It is pointed out that 
while it is true that the average residence of the poorer 
class here is a flimsy affair, the material that enters into 
them costs on an average not less than 1000 yen or $500 
United States money each. Taking this figure as a basis, and 
including in it the large business buildings, some of which 
cost originally $2,000,000 to $3.000,000, and the Imperial Ho- 
tel $4,000.000, the material for rebuilding the 500,000 de- 
stroyed houses will cost $250,000,000 United States currency. 
Much of this money will go for lumber and will be spent 
in the United States, it is asserted. 

Ways and means of raising the enormous amount of money 
to house the horde of homeless people are now being consid- 
ered by the government authorities and the larger financial 
interests of Japan. That large national and municipal loans 
will have to be floated for the purpose is conceded. The 
money for building purposes will be in turn loaned on long 
time and at low interest to the house owner, according to ten- 
tative plans. The purchase and handling of building mate- 
rials may be taken over by the government until the exist- 
ing emergency is passed. 

Before the earthquake and fire visitation. Tokyo and all 
of the other larger cities of Japan were facing an acute 
housing problem. It was shown by a survey made a few 
months ago that 20,000 more houses were needed in this 
city and almost that number were lacking in Yokohama and 
Nagoya. With the view of relieving the situation the gov- 


ernment arranged to advance on low rate of interest a total 
of 8,143,000 yen, equivalent to $4,071,500 United States cur- 
rency as a building fund for the erection of 


dwellings. 


Dwelling House Associations to the number of 2400 were also 
formed in the larger cities and these associations made loans 
to the amount of 160,000,000 yen for the building of homes. 
Practically all of the houses erected out of these funds were 
destroyed by the recent catastrophe. 

At the time of the earthquake Tokyo was in the midst 
of the construction of a sewer system at a total cost of $85,- 
600.000 United States currency. While no critical examina- 
tion of the condition of the completed work has as yet 
been made it is known that the seismic disturbance caused 
extensive cave-ins. An expansion of the water works sys- 
tem, under a 7-year construction plan, involving a total ex- 
penditure of $23,800,000 was also under way. The water 
mains in all parts of the city were broken and the smaller 
pipes distorted, which will make necessary the reconstruc- 
tion of a big part of the system. The plumbing bill of the 
city alone will run into high figures, it is stated. 

The outstanding loans of the municipal government of 
Tokyo at the end of May, 1922. amounted to 155,638,585 yen. 
equivalent to $77,819.292 United States currency. 

The municipal liabilities of Yokohama outstanding at the 
end of July, 1921, totalled 24,344,366 yen, or 104 yen per 
capita, this being the greatest of any city in Japan. Since 
that time the indebtedness has been increased, but the offi- 
cial figures are not available. 

It is asserted that the financial condition of Nagoya 
which has a population of about 620,000, is better than any 
of the other larger cities of Japan. Its liabilities outstand- 
ing at the end of 1921 totalled only 11,728,685 yen. The 
municipality suffered heavy financial losses by the earth- 
quake through damage done to its waterworks and sewer 
systems. By the terms of the franchises under which the 
Nagoya Gas Company and the Kansai Electric Company oper- 
ate the municipal government of Nagoya receives 5 per 
cent of the net profit of these corporations. 

Many large manufacturing plants in Tokyo, Yokohama 
and Nagoya were destroyed by the earthquake and fire and 
the machinery in these industries will have to be replaced 
when the plants are rebuilt. it is stated. For several years 
Japan has been a big buyer of machinery and machinery 
parts in the United States, its purchases in that country ex- 
ceeding those in any other country. During the year 1922 
a total of 114,371,000 yen was spent abroad for machinery 
and machinery parts. Of this sum 57,311,000 yen, or $28.- 
655.500 United States currency, went to the latter country. 
and 42,203,000 yen to Great Britain. Besides these Japan 
spent that year a total of 127,733,000 yen in foreign coun- 
tries for iron bars, rods, plates and other iron products. The 
United States again led in supplying these needs, the amount 
expended there being 71,675,000 yen, as compared with 30,- 
704,000 yen, which went to Great Britain. 

Although Tokyo and Yokohama are situated only 18 miles 
apart it may be some time before the destroyed lines of 
railway connecting the two cities can be rebuilt so as to af- 
ford facilities for handling building materials and other 
traffic. The port of Yokohama, which was the greatest in 
Japan, is a physical wreck, but it is stated that it may be 
possible for the building materials and other supplies to 
come in through the ports of Kobe and Nagasaki, although 
the railroad connecting Kobe with Tokyo and Yokohama 
was destroyed in many places by the earthquake. 
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A LAND RECLAMATION CONGRESS. 


All Phases of Reclamation, Forestry Conservation 
and Immigration to Be Discussed at New Orleans. 


All phases and problems concerned in land reclamation, 
utilization and settlement in the United States, and particu- 
larly in the South and West. will be considered at the For- 
estry Reclamation and Immigration Conference to be held in 
New Orleans, La., November 19 to 22, inclusive, under aus- 
pices of the Southern Pine Association, the Mississippi and 
Florida Development Boards, the Southern Settlement and 
Development Organization and New Orleans commercial 
bodies. 

The Executive Committee comprises Clement S. Ucker, 
chairman, of Baltimore and Savannah; A. G. T. Moore and 
Walter Parker of New Orleans and F. H. Newell of Wash- 
ington. 

The conference’ will be national in scope for discussion and 
consideration of reclamation, utilization and settlement of 
idle lands throughout the country, but special emphasis will 
be placed on ways and means for bringing into use portions 
of the vast area of cut-over timber and overflowed lands of 
the South and arid and semi-arid lands of the West, as they 
may be needed in the nation’s future development. 

The purpose of the conference will be to co-ordinate the ef- 
forts and views of all those interested in land reclamation 
and settlement in every section of the country and to evolve 
an effective program for the co-operation of private interests, 
state and federal agencies in accomplishing a definite object. 
mation and Immigration Conference are to effect the co- 
mation and Immigration Conference was to effect the co- 
ordination of all interests working for the same purpose; in- 
duce the federal government to set forth and adopt a definite 
plan for land reclamation and settlement which may be 
worked out through co-operation of private interests, state 
and federal agencies; to remove land settlements from the 
realm of speculation and exploitation and place it on the 
basis of a public duty; increase the number of farm homes 
in the nation and expand the government’s reclamation policy 
into national scope instead of sectional as it has been and at 
present is applied. 


The purpose of the conference is not to augment the pro- 
duction of staple crops or interfere in any way with the 
stability of agriculture, but rather to increase the number of 
epportunities for rural homes of the kind from which have 
come the leading men of our nation. The ultimate object is 
the production of men, not money, and to enable country- 
minded people to gratify the passion for possession of a home, 
carrying out the ideal of President Roosevelt when he said: 
“If there is one lesson taught by history, it is that the perma- 
nent greatness of any state must ultimately depend more 
upon the character of its country population than upon any- 
thing else. No growth of cities, no growth of wealth, can 
make up for a loss in either the number or the character of 
the farming population.” 

This expression was endorsed by the late James J. Hill, 
who said: “It is as clear as any future event can be that 
the farm is the only hope of our national salvation.” 


At present the reclamation policy of the government is 
purely sectional in that federal funds amounting to $140,000,- 
000 have been invested in reclaiming western lands only, 
under the excuse that these were public lands. This is no 
longer true. The public tillable lands are gone, prices of 
western farm lands have risen out of sight, but there remain 
in the South vast areas of good plow lands needing only 
nominal expenditure to enable thousands of opportunities for 
farms. Their transportation and markets already have been 


developed and prosperous homes can be created at a minimum 
of cost. 
Twenty years ago the South helped the West in achieving 


its reclamation program under the express promise that when 
conditions in the South demanded, the West would aid the 
South in the same way. Southern representatives in Congress 
now are demanding that this understanding be carried out 
and that a national, as contrasted with a sectional, policy of 
land reclamation and settlement be adopted, applicable to al? 
parts of the United States, wherever good, unused lands 
exist. 

The government will not be asked to purchase a single acre 
and no large appropriation is involved. On the contrary, the 
South only demands a policy and a program which will re- 
lease and make available for future work, large funds and 
credits now awaiting the adoption of a sound policy. 





Will Develop Extensive Abrasive Mines in North 
Carolina — Rhodolite Company of New York 
Leases 7300 Acres in Jackson and Clay Counties. 
Building Concentrating Plant at Willets, N. C. 


In connection with recent reports that it would take over 
and develop more than 7000 agres of abrasive mineral prop- 
erties in Jackson and Clay counties in North Carolina, leased 
from the Carolina Abrasives Co., Col. S. A. Jones, Waynes- 
ville, N. C., president, Warren R. Palmer, president of the 
Rhodolite Co., New York, writes the MANUFACTURERS RECORD: 


“The Rhodolite Company, who are the lessees of this prop- 
erty for a period of 99 years, was incorporated under the laws 
of Delaware in July, 1923, with a capitalization of 100,000 
shares of no par value, all of which are fully paid and issued. 

“The mineral deposits on these properties, which are of 
chief importance, are the abrasive minerals—corundum, red 
garnet and rhodolite garnet. The latter is an amethyst col- 
ored garnet of such excessive hardness as to entitle it to clas- 
sification as a super-abrasive. This is the only commercial 
deposit of abrasive rhodolite garnet known to exist in the 
world. It differs considerably in its abrasive action and 
chemical analysis from the gem rhodolite garnet found in 
Macon County, North Carolina. The estimated tonnages of 
these three minerals contained in the deposit on the property 
amount to: Corundum, 6,000,000 tons; red garnet, 67,000,000 
tons; rhodolite garnet, 157,000,000 tons. The abrasive ores on 
this property were estimated in 1918 for war purposes and 
with the rhodolite estimate substantiated by the United 
States Geological Survey. Our engineer, Mr. Robert S. Perry 
of the Perry Corporation, however, has estimated our rhodo- 
lite ore reserves adjacent to the mill as over 80,000,000 tons, 
which is an amount so great as to make this one deposit prac- 
tically inexhaustible for a century or two to come. 

“The property covers about 7300 acres, of which about 4200 
acres are in Clay County and about 3100 acres in Jackson 
County. 

“We are now building a modern crushing mill and concen- 
trating plant on the property at Willets, Jackson County, 
North Carolina, which we believe will be in operation Janu- 
ary or February. It is problematic whether we will develop 
the red garnet and corundum deposits—probably not. 

“The first mill installation will be of 200 tons capacity. The 
machinery to be purchased immediately consists of, among 
other things, two oil engines direct connected to generators 
and exciters, capable of delivering at the buss bars 100 E. H. 
P. The motor installation to be operated from these power 
units will be 220 volts, 3-phase, 60-cycle alternating current. 
The motors required will be three 40 H. P.; three 10 H. P.; 
one 15 H. P. and five 5 H. P., all of 600 R. P. M. ball bearing, 
slip ring type. Other equipment will be jaw and gyratory 
crushers, rolls, dryers and general ore dressing machinery.

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Manufacturers’ Power Company to Extend Lines to 
Spartanburg—Has Aggregate Power Possibilities 


of 100,000 Horsepower. 


Spartanburg, S. C., September 22—[Special.]—Announce- 
ment has been made by the Manufacturers’ Power Company, 
headed by Walter S. Montgomery, President of Spartan Mills, 
that it is ready to supply this city with power ‘and light. 

The announcement, made by its treasurer, John A. Law, 
president of Saxon and Chesnee cotton mills, came as a sur- 
prise to the citizens. The company owns four water proper- 
ties on Green River in North Carolina with aggregate power 
possibilities of approximately 100,000 horse power. The 
original plant of the company is at Tuxedo, and a second 
development costing more than $1,000,000 at Turner Shoals, 
N. C., is being pushed to completion. The company already 
supplies power and lights to the towns of Greer, Landrum, 
Duncan, Wellford, Chesnee, Gramling, Tryon, Saluda and 
Hendersonville. 

The statement of Mr. Law concerning its entry into Spar- 
tanburg follows in part: 

“The Manufacturers’ Power Company has decided to ex- 
tend its lines into the City of Spartanburg, in order to fur- 
nish electric current for lighting and power purposes. 

“In the four properties which we have acquired on Green 
River, with aggregate power possibilities of approximately 
100,000 horse power—one of which properties has been de- 
veloped and another of which is in the process of develop- 
ment—we own what be believe to be the supply intended by 
nature for Spartanburg and adjacent territory. 

“The interests associated in the ownership and management 
of the company are closely identified with Spartanburg, un- 
derstand the city’s needs and are vitally interested in its 
further growth. 

“We have a franchise and feel that we cannot longer ignore 
the urgent requests of forward looking citizens of Spartan- 
burg that we put our shoulder to the wheel at this time and 
do our part in helping Spartanburg to accept the unusual 
opportunities now knocking at her door. 

“The distributing system will first enter the heart of the 
business district, but its extension throughout the residential 
and suburban sections will be limited only by the patronage 
accorded us.” 








Birmingham Water Works’ Big Extensions—Has 
Plans for 5,000,000-Gallon Reservoir. 

Birmingham, Ala.—Big service extensions are being made 
by the Birmingham Water Works Co. which is carrying its 
facilities to a number of outlying sections of the city. Plans 
have been drawn for the construction of a 5,000,000-gallon 
reservoir to supply Ensley, Wylam, Pratt City and Fairfield 
districts. It will cover an area of about five city blocks. 

The company announces also that it will soon begin work 
on the installation of a 2,000,000-gallon centrifugal pump at 
the Rosedale high service station and will construct eight 
concrete filters at the Shades Mountain plant, the latter to 
be completed before summer of next year. 





Semi-Annual Meeting of Pine Association. 


Norfolk, Va., September 24—[Special]—The semi-annual 
meeting of the North Carolina Pine Association will be held 
at Charleston, S. C., on October 18 at the plant of the A. C. 
Tuxbury Lumber Co. Subjects relative to business routine 
will be discussed, including transportation, timber values and 
reinspections. 

On October 17 there will be an inspectors’ meeting at the 
Tuxbury plant at Charleston, this to be preceded by an in- 
spectors’ meeting on October 16 at some point in Georgia 
which has not been definitely decided at this time. 


Plans 14-Story Medical Arts Building—Tentative De- 
sign Made for Structure. 


Kansas City, Mo.—The Clark estate is developing plans 
for the erection of a 14-story medical arts building here and 
has a tentative design by George B. Post & Sons of this city. 
As outlined, the plans call for a building to have twelve 
floors for physicians and dentists, a 3-story garage connecting 
with a tunnel, remodeling the Tattershall apartment hotel, 
which belongs to the Clark estate, into an apartment and tran- 
sient hotel as an adjunct to the main building, and enlarging 
the dining room to seat 200. 

Provision has been made for a large library on the ground 
floor for the use of the Jackson County Medical Society, and 
also for an assembly foyer and auditorium to seat 450. One 
floor would be leased to supply companies. 





Contract Let for $300,000 Y. M. C. A. Building at 
Fort Worth. 


Fort Worth, Tex., September 22—[Special.]—The Board 
of Trustees of the Young Men’s Christian Association awarded 
contract at’ $238,500 to H. B. Friedman of this city for the 
erection of the proposed Y. M. C. A. building, the ultimate 
eost of which will be $300,000. The structure will be four 
stories and basement, 145 by 100 feet, of reinforced concrete, 
with a tar and gravel and tin and copper roof and tile and 
cement floors. It will be equipped with a vacuum steam heat- 
ing system, for which J. W. Morris & Co., of Fort Worth have 
the contract at $16,500, and an automatic elevator furnished 
by the Otis Elevator Co. of New York. 

W. G. Clarkson & Co., Fort Worth, are the architects, and 
Sherman W. Dean of New York, architect for the building 
bureau of the international committee of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, will have general supervision of the 
work. 





Washington Hotel at Shreveport to Cost $1,500,000. 


An illustration in this issue of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
presents a view of the proposed Washington Hotel being 
erected at Shreveport, La. by the Washington Hotel Co., E. 
Kirby Smith, president, at a cost of $1,500,000 for the build- 
ing and furnishings. The structure will occupy a site 150 by 
150 feet and will be eight stories high. It will be of Indiana 
limestone and rough face brick with terra cotta trim, and 
will contain 250 rooms, private dining rooms, ball rooms, en- 
closed roof garden and a convention hall to seat 1500. 

Mann & Stern of Little Rock, Ark., are the architects and 
Ault & Burden, also of Little Rock, are the general con- 
tractors. 
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CAN A CITY GROW TOO RAPIDLY? 
Atlanta Out-Growing All of Its Projected Improve- 
ments. 

Atlanta, Ga., September 22—Special]—Officials in charge 
of Atlanta’s improvement programs are convinced that the 
city is growing too fast for them to keep up with its in- 

creasing needs. 

When, in 1921, an $8,850,000 bond issue was voted for 
improvements to the city’s schools and water supply system, 
as well as for the building of the Spring street viaduct, it 
seemed an ample amount to take care of the city’s progress 
for years to come. Yet now, only two years after the passage 
of the bond issues, Atlanta finds only one of the proposed im- 
provements on the way to completion, adequate to meet the 
demands made upon it. That one is the Spring street viaduct. 

The $4,000,000 voted for new schools is building everything 
but the main bone of contention in passing the bonds; namely, 
the Girl’s High School. Even now the new schools are over- 
crowded and additions will have to be made in the next two 
or three years to relieve the situation. 

The $2,850,000 voted for improvements to the waterworks 
are held up—because the plans originally drawn are inade- 
quate to meet present needs, and an additional $1,100,000 are 
needed to throw a dam across the Chattahoochee river and 
give the city an impounding water supply, and electric power 
station. 

In short, the city is growing so rapidly that new projects 
have become inadequate almost before completed. Just how 
much more money will be required by the city to keep up 
with its increase in population it is impossible to say. The 
School Board has asked for another $5,000,000 to increase the 
facilities of the schools now scarcely completed. The water 
works department is demanding another $1,100,000 before it 
will start on its improvements. Altogether, another $8,000,000 
bond issue will be needed in the near future to take care of 
necessary improvements, though it seems almost impossible 
to anticipate Atlanta’s needs with population and construc- 
tion increasing as it has during the last two years. 





$10,000,000 Episcopal Cathedral at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., September 24—[Special.]—On the 
heights of Mount St. Alban, overlooking Washington, the apse 
and one chapel of the National Cathedral, being erected by 
the National Cathedral Foundation of this city at an ulti- 
mate cost of $10,000,000, have been completed. The cathedral 
which is being sponsored by the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
will not be a singularly large structure, although it will ex- 
ceed in size both the Cathedral of St. Paul in London and 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame in Paris. 

The structure, whose design was worked out chiefly by Dr. 
George Bodley of London and Henry Vaughan of Bostvun, 
will be approximately 200 by 500 feet, with a central arch 
90 feet high. two side one’s 50 feet each, and a central tower 
rising to a height of 262 feet. Its architecture is mainly of 
the fourteenth century Gothic type. There will be three 
chapels. Bethlehem of the Holy Nativity, already completed 
and in use, is in the crypt. For the main chapels the choir 
aisles, each 100 feet long, will be used. 

Concrete foundations will support the structure which will 
have brick walls faced with limestone, with limestone vault- 
ing, window tracery, arches, ete. The roof will be of hard 
lead and the floors of concrete, stone and marble. A steam 
heating plant, having indirect stacks with blower, will be in- 
stalled, as will also an electric lighting system and an elec- 
tric elevator. 

Frohman, Robb & Little of Boston are the architects and 
the George A. Fuller Co. of New York and Washington are 
the general contractors. Sub-contracts have been let for In- 
diana limestone, tile vaulting, metal work, ete. 


A Projected Spillway to Control the Mississippi River 
at High Water. 


New Orleans, La., September 24—[Special.]—Of supreme 
importance to the lower river section, that part of the Mis- 
sissippi below Red River, is the action taken at the mass 
meeting held here September 17, when the Lake Borgne 
Levee Board made formal application for permission to build 
a spillway, through which will be turned the surplus floor 
waters before they have had time to burst through the levees 
in crevasse. 

For more than a year, ever since the terrible Poydras 
crevasse of 1922, the Safe River Committee of Louisiana has 
been hammering on the spillway idea. It has enrountered 
heavy opposition, not only from the Mississippi River Com- 
mission, which has charge of flood control on the Mississippi. 
but also from many lower river residents, who held to the 
generation-old doctrine of levees—only, notwithstanding the 
fact that the river has never reached a flood stage, a little 
beyond the usual spring “freshets’” without bursting its 
hounds: and notwithstanding the further fact that flood 
levels have continued to rise as the height of the levees rose, 
until now, there are many sections where the ground is so 
yielding that levees cannot be built higher. 

Lynn Dinkins, President of the Interstate Bank of New 
Orleans, expressed the sentiments of the business world when 
he said that property values can be represented by the 
algebraic unknown quantity sign “x” until greater and more 
adequate protection than levees is provided. And half a 
score of other bankers were present to join in the nnanimous 
vote for the spillway. a vote in which the officials of 
Louisiana, from the governor down to the small-town mayors, 
and including levee and dock boards, joined: and in which 
visitors from the Mississippi Valley as far north as St. 
Louis likewise concurred. 

It was the largest and most representative flood-control 
meeting ever held in New Orleans. More than 250 persons 
were present. 

The spillway is an artificial outlet to take the place of the 
natural outlets, closed as the country developed. Through it, 
will be sent the flood waters when they have passed the 16- 
foot gauge of New Orleans, on a short cut to the sea. The 
first spillway will probably be built in the neighborhood of 
the Poydras crevasse. 

No opposition to granting the permit may be expected from 
the Mississippi River Commission, according to Colonel 
Charles L. Potter, chairman of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion, who attended the meeting, unless serious public oppo- 
sition develops. This public opposition may be expected from 
residents of the Gulf Coast section, who fear that the periodi- 
cal throwing of fresh water through a spillway on the easr 
bank of the Mississippi will interfere with the oyster fisher- 
ies. However, this is a fear more theoretical than real, ac- 
cording to the spillway proponents. Public hearings will be 
held within the next few weeks by the Mississippi River Com- 
mission to ascertain sentiment. 

The meeting of the 17th was an exhaustive symposium of 
the spillways idea. 

J. P. Kemper, engineer who has studied flood problems of 
the Mississippi for many years, said that the flood control, 
policy of the Mississippi River Commission is “the greatest 
engineering blunder ever made in America.” He analyzed 
various crevasses of the past, and by the Mississippi River 
Commission’s own figures, sought to prove his point, that the 
spillway is the proper solution. 

John Klorer, city engineer, likewise identified with flood 
control measures for many years, spoke along similar lines. 

J. Hampton Reynolds, engineer, contractor and builder, dis- 
cussed the construction of the spillway, which he declared is 
entirely feasible. 
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DEVELOPMENT OF MOBILE’S PORT FACILITIES. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 24.—Within a very short time 
the development of the port of Mobile will be under way, 
the appointment of the commission of three by the chief exec- 
utive of the State to be followed by actual moves in the direc- 
tion of planning and execution. That Alabama will, in the 
course of a few years, present to the commerce of the world 


a port which will provide facilities equal to some of the larger 
ports, has been the dream of many citizens of the State for 
years. 

The people of Alabama in special election passed an amend- 
ment to the constitution whereby the credit of the State would 
be giveu to the project of development of the port of Mobile. 
This credit is limited to $10,000,000. 

Governor Brandon has approved the port enabling act 
which will permit of the issuing of bonds with which to raise 
the monies necessary in carrying out the development. Ten- 
tative plans have been suggested by the State Harbor Board, 
of which H. Key Milner, of Birmingham, is president. As 
the exportation of cotton is important, the machinery neces- 
sary for the handling of it and of lumber, of iron and steel 


‘products, grain and what not must be studied out 


for the port of Mobile, unlike other ports, with the excep- 
tion of New Orleans, must be provided with peculiar ma- 
chinery. 

The enabling act to put the port development into execu- 
tion, does not give the right to expend the $10,000,000 at 
onee. Not more than half of the amount will be available 
in the near future. 


The State Harbor Commission, composed of men like 
George Gordon Crawford, President of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Company, Birmingham, Harry Hartwell, 
City Commissioner of Mobile, F. C. Blair, prominent indus- 
trial and financial leader of Tuscaloosa, H. Key Milner, 
realty owner and developer of Birmingham, and prominently 
connected with a large warehouse and cotton exporting com- 
pany, and others, have for months been studying plans as to 
what should be done in case of the port development. 


The development of the port of Mobile, it is known, will be 
of great importance to the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad 
Company, subsidiary organization of the United States Steel 
Corporation, as well as independent corporations of similar 
nature for through this port will be exported in years to 
come great quantities of iron and steel products, not to men- 
tion coal, coke and their by-products and other articles manu- 
factured in Alabama or will be manufactured as opportuni- 
ties arise. For the past few years no little of the 
export business, especially rolled steel and wire and nails 
have been shipped from Corporation industries of the Bir- 
mingham district through the port of Mobile to the Orient, 
but with improved facilities it is not improbable that the 
Corporation will take the opportunity and increase its possi- 
bilities in the way of additional industries. 

The construction of an elevated railroad so as to give 
direct transportation from the ore fields on Red Mountain to 
the industries across two valleys, to Fairfield, is believed to 
be part of a program of development that will ultimately 
bring about expenditures into the millions. This railroad will 
cost upwards of $5,000,000 and work thereon has been started. 
The Corporation during the World War constructed at great 
expense a big shipbuilding plant at Mobile and built a num- 
ber of steel ships which are now being operated under the 
United States Steel Products Corporation, the export subsid- 
iary of the United States Steel Corporation. The Steel Cor- 
poration has also been bringing in through the port of Mo- 
bile quite a tonnage of manganese ore from its Brazil prop- 
erties and with improved facilities at Mobile this business 
could be increased. 
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Plan to Develop 200,000 Acres of Florida Lands— 
Properties in Highlands and Glades Counties— 
Will Dig System of Canals. 


The development of 200,000 acres of lands in Highlands 
and Glades counties, Florida, by Howard Cole of New York 
and associated interests, including owners of properties in 
the Indian Prairie sub-drainage district, has been announced. 
A system of canals will be constructed. With reference to 
the development, Mr. Cole, whose offices are at 730 Fifth 
avenue, New York, writes the MANUFACTURERS RECORD in 
part: 


“Myself and associates own approximately 200,000 acres on 
the northwest corner of Lake Okeechobee lying between Lake 
Okeechobee and Lake Istokpoga in Highlands and Glades 
County, this territory being known as the Indian Prairie. 


“We are not depending upon the changing of the level of 
Lake Okeechobee, this land being from ten to forty feet above 
Lake Okeechobee, and with the completion of the Indian 
Prairie Canal, which work is being done at the expense of the 
State and which will be completed about January Ist, next, 
and with the completion of the private drainage district 
which has been formed by myself and associates with a canal 
that will extend from Lake Istokpoga to Okeechobee, it will 
afford this tract of land perfect drainage. 

“The Dixie Highway which is to connect with W. J. Con- 
ners’ toll road from Okeechobee to West Palm Beach, and 
the public highway from Okeechobee to Fort Pierce, and 
from Okeechobee west through the center of our property to 
connéct with a hard-surface public highway which is now be- 
ing completed from Sebring south, will give a cross-state 
road from the East to the West Coast. 

“The County of Glades will immediately connect Moore 
Haven with a hard-surface road to this east and west publie 
highway, which will go northwest through our property. 

“An oil company has been formed by separate interests 
who will immediately drill two wells. 

“This tract of land is composed principally of muck and 
hammock lands, some high and low prairie. The property 
has a clay and marl sub-soil, which is unusual for South 
Florida, and considering drainage, public highways, and the 
prospects of the Seaboard Air Line running their extension 
from north of Avon Park to Okeechobee and Sebring to the 
East Coast, together with the A. C. L. R. R., which is only 
a few miles distant, we are afforded good transportation. It 
is our plan to sell to purchasers in section lots.” 

In a subsequent letter Mr. Cole states that he and asso- 
ciates will soon request bids for digging the canals, re- 
quiring the removal of about 1,500,000 yards of earth, com- 
munications to be addressed to the New York office. 





Developing Big Coal Acreage in New River Field. 


Fayetteville, W. Va., September 24—[Special]—The J. D. 
Boone Coal Company has begun the development of a rather 
extensive coal acreage near Kanawha Falls, in the New 
River field, having only recently opened new mines near that 
place. The general office of the company, however, is to be 
at Fayetteville, where offices are now being fitted up and 
where the principal business of the company will be trans- 
acted. James D. Boone is superintendent in charge of oper- 
ations.

Steel & Iron Company blows out tonight No. 2 City and 
Florence blast furnaces leaving two North Birmingham 
and Sheffield furnaces in operation. The market is still lag- 
ging and base price is $23.00 a ton. 
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THE IRON AND STEEL SITUATION 


Steel Market Dullness More Pronounced—Decreased 
Buying Not Due to Any Decrease in Consumption 
But to More Orderly Marketing and Transportation 
Conditions, 

Pittsburgh, Pa., September 24—[Special]—The steel mar- 





ket has turned a trifle quieter. According to most accounts, 
the past week has been the dullest of the year. However, 
the steel market has been rather dull for more than three 
months, and the dullness is merely more pronounced. New 
orders are probably running at somewhat less than one- 
half the shipments. 

Production of steel has been decreasing since last April. 
Up to date the decrease has been small, say 15 per cent up 
to the beginning of this month, but production is now likely 
to decrease somewhat more rapidly, as the steel industry 
is losing its momentum. 

The momentum, of course, was furnished by the large 
accumulation of orders the mills had last April. For quite 
zn While previous buying had been in excess of shipments, 
as distributors and consumers were afraid of not receiving 
full shipments, and the advancing market was also a stimu- 
lus to buy early. By this time many mills have almost run 
out of old orders, and must depend for their operation on 
eurrent business, which is not coming in at a rate to sustain 
the present operating rate, about 75 per cent of rated mill 
capacity. 

The decrease in buying of steel is not due to decrease in 
actual consumption. It is not certain that there is any de- 
crease at all in consumption, and certainly there is no de- 
crease to match the decrease in buying. Industrial activity 
involving steel consumption is very heavy, both in manu- 
facturing and in building. As to building, a particularly 
trustworthy index is the shipments of Portland cement from 
producers, and last month’s shipments were the heaviest for 
any month in several years. Freight car shops, with well 
filled order books and a better labor supply, are working 
very well. The automobile industry is doing even better 
than the members of the industry expected. In oil country 
tubular goods there has been a slackening, but distribution 
of merchant pipe has increased. Tin plate mills, carrying 
over considerable business from the present quarter, are 
practically certain to be compelled to run to the limit of their 
labor supply to the end of the year, when usually tin plate 
production is lightest in the fourth quarter. 

The light buying of steel at the present time is due to 
a combination of circumstances. Some stocks were accu- 
mulated by buyers earlier in the year, in fear of a scarcity, 
the productive ability of the mills being underrated. There 
had been some buying for fourth quarter, while not all the 
third quarter tonnage contracted for has been shipped as 
yet. Finally, such prompt shipment can now be made on 
new orders, and the railroads are giving such quick service 
that buyers are safe in buying steel in a regular way, as 
they need it. 

Pittsburgh basing prices for steel products are maintained, 
in general, and the Chicago basis on bars, shapes and plates 
is also maintained. At Buffalo and in eastern Pennsylvania 
there has been some shading of the Pittsburgh basis on 
deliveries of bars, shapes and plates to local territory of 
the respective mills. This is the usual manner in which 


price irregularity breaks out. Prices at Pittsburgh, and de- 
livered prices over the major part of the country, are fully 
and stiffly maintained. Predictions are less numerous than 
two or three weeks ago that prices in general will hold to 
the end of the year, but there is no definite basis for pre- 
sicting when they will decline. Advances ceased last April, 


and at that time there were some observers who did not 
expect the market to hold even to this month. 

Connellsville coke has continued its decline, but even now 
is not entirely down to the level early in August, before the 
anthracite suspension scare began to send prices up. The 
market is easy at $4.00 for heating coke, $4.50 for furnace 
coke and $5.50 to $6.00 for foundry coke. 

Pig iron continues quiet. Consumption may not have de- 
creased to any material extent, but consumers are reducing 
stocks and when they buy they purchase only what will be 
needed in the very near future. <As the general decline in 
‘pig iron prices ended some six weeks or more ago there is 
little likelihood of further declines unless costs should come 
down. Furnaces continue to blow out rather than accumu- 
late more stocks. 





Reported Heavy Sale of Iron at Big Reduction— 
Activity in Iron Pipe and Other Products. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 24—[Special]—The pig iron 
market in the Birmingham district has many vicissitudes 
these days. Following the reduction of quotations from $27 
to $24 per ton, a little impetus in the buying started in but 
the melters soon began asking for further concessions and 
it became known that into the Chicago territory some sales 
had been made on a $23 per ton basis, No. 2 foundry. The 
sales did not aggregate to the make and curtailment of pro- 
duction was considered, one blast furnace blown out, the 
Vanderbilt of the Woodward Iron Company, and prepara- 
tions made for the further curtailment of the make. As from 
a clear sky, an announcement was made that a very large 
tonnage of iron had been sold recently in the territory at a 
very drastic concession and industrial circles began discuss- 
ing a sale of 25,000 tons of iron to the United States Cast 
Iron Pipe and Foundry Company for last quarter of year 
delivery and at a price of $21 per ton. The Tennessee Coal. 
Iron & Railroad Company was reputed to have been the 
seller. For a long time the Tennessee Company was sup- 
posed to be out of the market entirely and the report as to 
the sale and the price aroused much interest. The report 
further stated that immediately after the sale no such price 
was obtainable. The Alabama Company has maintained 
the $24 per ton price steadily and statement is made that 
sales of iron have been booked which warrant steady pro- 
duction beyond the middle of October with a few sales still 
being made. The Woodward Iron Company announces sales 
in small lots at the $24 per ton price. The Sloss-Sheffield 
Steel & Iron Company has been selling right along at $24. 
The Republic Iron & Steel Company has been maintaining 
prices. The additions to the surplus stocks of pig iron have 
been steady. The local melt has been showing some improve- 
ment. 

The three interests which have been attracting attention 
for some time because of their steady operations, the pres- 
sure pipe makers, the radiator works and the stove foun- 
dries, are still producing right along. The statement is reit- 
erated that the pipe makers have a comfortable position for 
the balance of the year. The radiator works recently went 
iuto the market and purchased 500 tons of iron. The stove 
foundries have been buying from hand to mouth so to speak 
and have been able to get the iron as needed and at the low- 
est prevailing price. 

Furnace interests assert that there must be some buying 
of iron for the fourth quarter as all purchasing heretofore 
has been for immediate use. 

The order placed ‘by the United States Cast Iron Pipe 
and Foundry Company is the first of the big business that is 
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looked for. This corporation has a big pipe shop in North 
Birmingham, another at Anniston and a third one at Besse- 
mer,:in this state, and one at Chattanooga besides its East- 
ern shops. The United States Cast Iron Pipe and Foundry 
Co. is preparing to place in operation six more of the De- 
Lavaud method machines for making pipe under a different 
process, producing a centrifugal pipe that is said to give 
satisfaction and is a lighter pipe. Future prospects with 
the company are announced as very bright and operation 
will be steady at the various plants for some time. But this 
company is not the only one of the pressure pipe companies 
in the Birmingham district doing well, the American Cast 
Iron Pipe Company and the National Cast Iron Pipe Com- 
pany both getting a share of the business that is coming in. 
California and Oregon points are placing orders for pressure 
pipe right along. : 

Sanitary pipe and fittings makers are beginning to melt 
more pig iron in the district and the prospects are very 
bright also. As stated, the stove foundries are buying in 
small quantities, a car or two at the time, the anticipa- 
tions being that at any time there is need for pig iron it can 
be obtained and at a satisfactory price. 

Twenty-three blast furnaces are still in operation in the 
Birmingham district, 10 of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 
road Company, 7 of them on basic; 5 of the Sloss-Sheffield 
Steel & Iron Company on foundry; 3 of the Woodward Iron 
Company on foundry; 2 of Republic Iron & Steel Company 
on foundry; 2 of the Alabama Company on foundry; 1 of 
the Central Coal & Iron Company, (Iron Product's Corpora- 
tion) on foundry. The surplus stocks of pig iron are up 
around 110,000 tons now, though the Gulf States Steel Com- 
pany is taking some of its basic off the yards as its single 
blast furnace is undergoing repairing and the Alabama Com- 
pany will move off 1000 tons during the month. 

The Ingalls Iron Works has received some further busi- 
ness on structural steel. Other fabricating plants of the 
district are getting int business. The blooming mill of the 
big Ensley steel works of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Rail- 
road Company, is back in operation again, the repairs hav- 
ing been completed on the engines of this big department. 
Many reports are current as to steel demand, but the gen- 
eral opinion is expressed that there will be need for all the 
steel which can be produced and fabricated during the bal- 
ance of the year and well into next. 

The coal production in Alabama is showing a little im- 
provement. Steam coal demands are increasing but still 
there is plenty of room for improvement. The coke market 
continues quiet with the quotations showing weakness. 
Foundry coke is quoted at $7.50 to $8 with the first named 
price predominating. 

The scrap iron and steel market is also quiet though 
there is a little more old material moving on old cont'racts. 
Dealers have made concessions on prices with melters even 
on scrap purchased several months ago with the understand- 
ing the stock will be taken.

Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad to Spend $2,250,000 
at Ashland, Ky.—Improvements Include New 
Passenger Station, Enlargement of Freight Station 
and Additional Trackage.

ment has been authorized by G. B. Wall, vice president of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad that that road will ex- 
pend $2,250,000 at Ashland, Ky., for improvements which 
will include the erection of a new passenger station costing 
from $300,000 to $400,000. The $2,250,000 alluded to is in ad- 
dition to the sum of $2,549,340, which is to be expended in 
and near Huntington. Plans for the station are now being 
drafted and will be submitted: to the city of Ashland in the 
near future, as it will be necessary to close Fourth street in 
order to permit the erection of the new building. The bal- 
ance of the appropriation of $2,250,000 will be expended on 
the enlargement of the present freight station, additional 
trackage, new sheds and terminals to permit routing of 
freight trains over the Front avenue tracks in order to re- 
lieve congestion on the main line tracks through the city.

Railroad Construction to Hasten Development of 
Indian Creek Coal Field. 

Morgantown, W. Va., September 24—-[Special]—Further 
development of the Indian Creek coal field of Monongalia 
county is to be made possible by the construction of: a rail- 
road approximately three miles in length by the Edward 
Ilines interests of Chicago, who own large acreages of coal 
on Indian Creek, or anywhere from 10,000 to 12,000 acres. 
The line will be constructed from the Arnettsville terminal of 
the Indian Creek & Northern, owned by the Baltimore & 
Ohio toward Hagans and construction work will be started 
on this road in the very near future in order that mines may 
be opened in the Indian Creek territory. With a road reach- 
ing the holdings of the Hines people, it will be possible to 
produce a large tonnage of coal for western shipment, 
such coal being in the Pittsburgh and Sewickley seams. 
The Hines interests only recently acquired the Rivesville 
Coal Company, where improvements will be made and the ¢a- 
pacity materially increased. 





Large Number of New Cars and Locomotives Placed 
in Service. 

The railroads of the United States during the month of 
August placed in service 19,167 new freight cars, as well as 
362 new locomotives, according to the Car Service Division 
of the American Railway Association. They also had on 
order on September 1, with deliveries being made daily, 72,- 
906 new freight cars and 1517 new locomotives. 

During the month of August, the railroads placed in serv- 
ice 7478 new coal cars which brought the total number placed 
in service from January 1 this year to September 1 to 46,- 
659. They also placed in service during the month of 
August 6726 new box cars. From January 1 to September 1 
new box ears placed in service totaled 46,154. 

The railroads in August also placed in service 3743 new 
refrigerator cars and 478 new stock cars. 

Of the new freight cars on order on September 1, box cars 
numbered 31,807; coal cars 29,203; refrigerator cars 6989 and 
stock cars 3079. 

New locomotives installed during the first’ eight months 
this year totaled 2583. 
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Heavy Freight Traffic of Railroads. 

Freight traflic amounted to 38,513,263,000 net ton miles in 
July, according to tabulation of reports filed by the carriers 
with the Bureau of Railway Economics. 

Except in July, 1920, when this figure was exceeded by 
nearly 5 per cent and July, 1918, when it was exceeded by 
about 2 per cent, this was a greater freight traffic than for 
any July in previous years. 

Compared with July last year when freight traffic fell off 
due to the strikes of both miners and railway shopmen, 
freight traffic in July this year showed an increase of 42 per 
cent. In the Eastern district, which was especially affected 
by both strikes, an increase of more than 62 per cent in freight 
tratlic over the same month last year was reported, while 
the Southern district showed an increase of more than 30 per 
cent and the Western district 22 per cent. 

The average load per car in July was 28% tons, which rep- 
resented an increase of three-tenths of a ton over the average 
for June this year. 

The average movement per freight car during the month 
of July was 27.8 miles. This was a decrease of 1% mile com- 
pared with the average for June, but was the highest average 
for any July except in 1917, when the average was 28.5 miles. 

In. computing this average movement per day. account is 
taken of all freight cars including all cars in transit, cars 
in process of being loaded and unloaded, cars undergoing 
repairs, also cars on side tracks, either awaiting repairs or 
for which no load is immediately available. 





Growth of Lake County, Florida. 


The annual report of the secretary of the Lake County, 
Florida, Chamber of Commerce, W. B. Powell, Tavares being 
the county seat, shows that in four years the resources of the 
banks increased 139 per cent; the assessed value of property 
has risen from $6,100,000 to $11,500,000 and the population 
has doubled. In four years the organization has participated 
in locating 430 families in the county and in the year ended 
August 31, 1923, 148 persons bought homes, farms and prop- 
erty in the county, influenced by the Chamber of Commerce 
national advertising campaign, these new people coming 
principally from Oklahoma, Ohidé, New York, Georgia, IIli- 
nois, New Jersey and Michigan, although 23 other states are 
represented by them, in addition to Canada, the Panama Ca- 
nal Zone and South America. 





Lancashire Proposes to Form Company to Grow Cot- 
ton in Brazil. 


Manchester, England, September 10—[Special]—It is un- 
derstood that preparations are being made for the establish- 
ment of an Anglo-Brazilian Company for the purpose 
of acquiring lands in Brazil for the cultivation of cotton. 


Mr. Arno 8. Pearse, the Secretary of the International Fed- 
eration of Master Cotton Spinners, when he returned from 
an extensive tour in Brazil, expressed the opinion that the 
area available for cotton cultivation there might possibly 
be found to exceed that planted in the United States. Ex- 
perts who have studied the country and its potentialities, 
its climate, and its labor resources, declare that it will pre- 
vent the shortage of American cotton with which the world 
is now threatened. It is understood that the company, when 
formed, will undertake the growing, ginning and marketing 
of cotton in Brazil. At the moment, details of the scheme 
are not yet completed, but the company will contain a strong 
Lancashire element. It is understood that when the prelimi- 
naries are settled operations will be started in specially se- 
lected areas and the work will be carried out on scientific 
lines. Further details are expected to be made known with- 
in the next fortnight.

AMERICAN THREAD COMPANY TO BUILD 
MAMMOTH TEXTILE MILL IN GEORGIA. 
Will Incorporate New Company With Capital Stock 
of $2,000,000—Plans for Plant of 120,000 Spin- 
dles on Site of 526 Acres—To Build First Unit 

of 30,000 or 40,000 Spindles. 


Special advices to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD announce 
the purchase of 526 acres of land near Dalton, Ga., by the 
American Thread Co., of New York, for the construction of 
a mammoth textile plant, work to begin at once on the first 
unit of 30,000 or 40,000 spindles. Ultimate plans provide for 
a plant of 120,000 spindles with other units to be erected as 
conditions justify. The American Thread Co. operates a 
number of plants in New England. It will incorporate the 
American Thread Co., of Georgia, with a capital stock of 
$2,000,000, and has engaged Lockwood, Greene & Co., en- 
gineers of Boston and Atlanta, to design the- new plant at 
Dalton. Plans will be prepared at once, it is said, and con- 
tracts awarded for the construction of the first unit as soon 
as possible. The company wires the MANUFACTURERS RECORD: 

“No information as to prospective plant to communicate at 
present time; plans are not yet completed.” 

The purchase price of the land is said to be $43,900, witn 
an additional $6300 for the right of way for a side track from 
the Southern Railway tracks to the property. There is a large 
spring on the site which is said to afford 1,000,000 gallons 
ot water per day, largely adding to the desirability of the lo- 
cation. The purchase includes the country club holdings and 
it is understood that the first unit of the plant will be erected 
south of the lake at the country club. The mill village will be 
located on the ridge north of the clubhouse and in all proba- 
bility the lake will be dredged and beautified and a _ boule- 
vard constructed around it. 

Tentative plans provide for the construction of the second 
unit of the plant, which will probably be as large as the first 
one, on the high ground northeast of the lake, the ultimate 
aim being to double both of these mills. 

The American Thread Co., among the largest of its kind 
operating in this country, is one of the first to locate in the 
South. It is capitalized at $18,000,000 and operates the fol- 
lowing branches: Glasgo Yarn Mills, Glasgo, Conn.; Willi- 
mantic Mills, Willimantic, Conn.; Kerr Mills, Fall River, 
Mass.; and the Hadley Mills and Merrick Mills, Holyoke, 
Mass. Its spool mills are located at Lakeview and Mile, 
Maine.

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WORK ON HUGE MILL PROGRESSING 
RAPIDLY. 

Pacific Mills at Lyman, S, C., Will be Ready for Oper- 
ation Middle of 1924—Encouraging Progress on 
Various Units. 

Lyman, S. C.—Work is proceeding rapidly upon the mam- 
moth Pacific Mills being erected here, according to Lockwood, 
Greene & Co., engineers, of Boston, Mass. It is expected 
that the entire plant will be ready for operation by the middle 
of next year. The project includes a 32,000 spindle mill for 
wide sheeting, a reinforced concrete cotton warehouse, and 
a bleachery and finishing plant with a capacity of 1,500,000 
yards wer week. The total floor space of the buildings will 
be 500,000 square feet. 

Two miles of side track have been installed from the South- 
ern Railway and the Piedmont & Northern, so that handling 
of materials and supplies is facilitated. More than half of 
the total of 2100 tons of structural steel is in place and the 
balance will be completed within a month. It is being sup- 
plied and erected by the McClintic-Marshall Company, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. 

The principal construction contract on manufacturing build- 
ings is being executed by Parklap Incorporated, 84 Pine St., 
New York City. 

Minter Homes Company, of Greenville, S. C., has the con- 
tract for 305 operatives’ houses, and already more than 200 
houses are in various stages of completion, with a large 
number practically complete and ready for occupancy. All 
of the houses are to be completed by December 31. Addi- 
tional buildings to be erected include a 12-room school house, 
community building, agent’s house, and four’ overseers’ 
houses.

PACIFIC MILLS UNDER CONSTRUCTION AT LYMAN, §S. C. 
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LUMBER AND BUILDING MATERIALS 


Exceptional Activity in Lumber Trade. 

Washington, September 21.—An extraordinary revival of 
lumber trade activity for last week is shown by telegraphic 
reports received today by the National Lumber Manufac- 
turers’ Association from 400 of the larger commercial saw- 
mills of the country. New business was 274,123,895 feet, 
being an advance of 68,000,000 feet over the preceding week. 
Production increased slightly over the prevailing high level 


and shipments gained by 382,000,000 feet, or near 15 per 
cent. 
Last week's new business is the largest since the first 


week of February and was exceeded only by the first five 
weeks of the year. For the first time since the week of Feb. 
17, this year, orders (new business) exceeded shipments and 
for the first time since the week ending March 17, new 
business is in substantial excess of production. 

The unfilled order file of 184 Southern pine mills and 133 
West Coast mills advanced from 582,051,623 feet of the pre- 
ceding week (reported by 131 Southern pine and 129 West 
Coast mills) to 627,293,936 feet. Increases in new busi- 
ness were recorded by the mills of all the seven regional 
associations making weekly reports, with two exceptions. 

For all the mills, shipments were 89 per cent and new 
business 103 per cent of production. For the Southern pine 
mills the corresponding percentages were 95 and 114 and for 
the West Coast mills 97 and 117. On the basis of the es- 
tablished normal production of 3860 mills production was 
106 per cent of normal; shipments 98 and orders 114 per 
cent thereof. The new business of all the reporting mills was 
95,000,000 feet (or about 53 per cent) larger than for the 
same week of 1922; shipments and production also showed 
large gains.

Kentucky Invites Bids on 70 Miles of Roads—Other 
Construction Also Proposed. 

Frankfort, Ky., September 22—[Special]—Bids' will be re- 
ceived by the State Highway Commission at its office here 
until October 23 for the improvement and construction of 
nearly 70 miles of roads divided among a number of coun- 
ties. These will include 2.6 miles of heavy grading on the 
Barbourville-Corbin road in Knox County; 5.8 miles of 
widening and surfacing with gravel or waterbound macadam 
of the Calhoun-Owensboro road in McLean County; 7.32 
miles ov grading and draining on the Jackson-Campton road 
in Breathitt County; 44 miles of the Henderson-Dixon 
road in Henderson County, to be surfaced with gravel or 
macadam, and 4 miles of grading, draining and surfacing 
with gravel or waterbound macadam on another section 
of the same road in the same county. 

There will also be 19.2 miles of gravel or water-bound 
macadam surfacing on the Henderson-Dixon-Madisonville 
road in Webster County, leaving out the town of Dixon; 7.5 
miles of gravel or water-bound macadam surfacing on the 
Madisonville-Dixon road in Hopkins County; 9.25 miles of 
gravel or waterbound macadam on the Madisonville-Hopkins- 
ville road in the same county, leaving out the town of Nor- 
tonville; 2.6 miles of grading and draining on the Louisville- 
’aducah road in Daviess County, and 7 miles of ditching, 
searifying and reshaping, constructing drainage structures 
and surfacing with waterbound macadam on the Lexington- 
Maysville road in Nicholas County.

Raleigh, N. C., September 24—[Special]—The North Caro- 
lina State Highway Commission will let contracts October 
10 for a number of road projects involving the construction 
and improvement of 75 miles of roads in various sections of 
the State, together with a steel bridge over the Cape Fear 
River in Bladen Cotinty. These projécts include 12.15 miles 
of hard-surfaced road in Pitt and Edgecomb counties; 2.31 
miles of macadam or hard surfaced causeway in New Han- 
over and Brunswick counties, and 7.81 miles of hard sur- 
face only in Wake County.

Trade Schools in Atlanta Overcrowded With Boys 
Eager to Learn Trades. 


Atlanta, Ga., September 24—[Special]—If the enroll- 
ment of boys in Atlanta’s night school classes is any 
indication of the trend of the times, the young men 
of the city are out after a practical trade education. They 
want to be brick-masons, pipe fitters, plumbers, machinists 
and automobile mechanics. When the trade sections of the 
night schools opened more boys appeared for practical train- 
ing than could well be taken care of. 

Classes in automobile mechanism, machine shop practice, 
applied electricity, sheet metal working, mechanical drafting, 
architectural drafting, blue print reading, and shop mathe- 
matics are full and well under way, and preparation is being 
made to open classes in brick laying, plastering, pipe fitting, 
and plumbing, as the demand for this type of instruction has 
been increasing every year. 

The charge that the present generation of boys are unwill- 
ing to work and want white-collar jobs may be true in some 
Cifies, but in Atlanta, at least, there are still a goodly number 
of young men who want practical instruction in the practical 
trades—and are willing to go to night school five nights in 
the week after work to get it. 

And the number of boys demanding practical instruction of 
this sort has been increasing right along. The enrollment 
this year is larger than ever before in the history of the night 
schools, many of the classes having to be taught in two sec- 
tions. There are doubtless a number of aspirants for the easy 
jobs—but as a general rule the Atlanta boy is pretty wide 
awake as to his opportunities. He realizes that the practically 
trained man—the man who has the training and is willing 
to work—is the one that is pulling down the real salary these 
days. 

And collectively speaking he is going out after the necessary 
training as never before. 








MECHANICAL 


Rope-Thrust Revolving Shovel. 


In the accompanying picture is illustrated a new three 
quarter yard, gasoline-operated, rope-thrust, revolving shovel 
which has just been announced by the Bucyrus Company, of 
South Milwaukee, Wis., and named the 20-B. It embodies 
the same unique features which distinguish the 30-B gasoline 
machine that has been on the market for a year. 

The feature which makes these shovels unique is the in- 
genious rope-thrust arrangement patented by the company 
and which does away with the need of engines, gears, 
clutches, chains or complicated shafting on the boom and 
yet it gives the shovel, it is stated, a drive behind the thrust 
more powerful than it is possible to obtain with a steam 
shovel of the same size; the whole power of the main engine 
is behind it. On the 30-B this device has proved itself under 
the toughest digging conditions in various parts of the world 
and the builders of the shovel believe that it has created in 
itself a new era for small shovels driven by an internal 
combustion engine. . 

A single, rugged, slow speed gasoline engine drives the 
shovel and the dipper handle motions are controlled by a 
small drum on a shaft under the boom, which shaft has 
keyed to it pinions to engage with the racks on the handle. 
This drum is turned either way by two ropes wound around 
it in opposite directions, both ropes leading to drums in the 
main machinery. Ease of operation is conspicuous, particu- 
larly as to control of the dipper, it being even possible to 
shake it to get rid of sticky material. High lift or extra 
high lift booms may be had on this shovel or else dragline, 
clamshell, excavator or crane attachments. Mounting and 
frame in general are like the 20-B steam shovel. well known 
for its strength and generally substantial character.

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An Italian Who Does Not Like Our Denunciation of 
His Country’s Treatment of Greece. 
Coatesville, Penna., September 10. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

It would be an injustice to let such an insult to the Italian 
race in general go by as the one in your editorial page of 
September 6, headed “Italy’s Barbarity,” without taking ex- 
ception. 

The article speaks for itself in showing your ignorance of 
why Italy entered Corfu, and of international laws in general, 
and I must say that you are only to be pitied for your igno- 
rance when you say that “Every Italian should hang his head 
in shame that his nation has been guilty of such barbarism.” 

I am quite sure that any Italian reading this article who 
has any respect at all for his country in your vicinity would 
most certainly demand an explanation for such an insult, for 
any Italian regardless of his education or environment would 
resent this insult. 

I presume that you have based Italy’s “acts of barbarism” 
toward Greece on the death of innocent victims which was 


brought about when Italy occupied the Island of Corfu, but 
if you would have used your HEAD as well as you have used 
your HEELS you could have been in a position to use better 
judgment and see for yourself that most of the blame rests on 
Greek officials, and since then the responsibility has also been 
placed on Greek authorities by English investigators and the 
Council of Ambassadors. 

Italy is not resorting to excuses in order to prove that her 
demands are just. Italy is asking for nothing but what is 
justly due her and what any other nation would have done 
in the same circumstances. 

Imagine for instance an American military mission mur- 
dered on Mexican territory, and consider whether the Wash- 
ington government would not exact from Mexico immediate 
satisfaction, as it did, by the way, on a similar occasion. 

Again suppose ambassadors representing their respective 
countries on an ambassadorial mission be sent out and simi- 
larly “murdered” for none but selfish reasons, what action 
would these countries have taken to preserve the respect due 
their nation and their FLAG?
